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SFAF to 
kill HIV+ 
Latinos’ 
Life and 
Movement 

by Cynthia Laird 

T he San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation (SFAF) will eliminate 
its Vida y Movimiento (Life 
and Movement) program for 150 
HIV-positive Latinos at the end of 
the month. SFAF cited a cut in feder¬ 
al funds awarded through the city’s 
Department of Public Health (DPH) 
AIDS Office as the reason, although 
the program costs only slightly more 
than the increased revenue generat¬ 
ed through last Sunday’s popular 
AIDS Walk. 

At approximately $189,000, the 
discontinued program represents 
only a fraction - specifically, about 1.1 
percent - of the agency’s last reported 
annual budget of $16.7 million. SFAF 
made the decision last month despite 
a multi-million dollar reserve and in¬ 
creases in both the AIDS Ride and 
AIDS Walk events. 

Although SFAF’s women’s pro¬ 
gram also failed to receive the case 
management funding through the 
Ryan White CARE Act, said Susan 
Haikalis, client services director, it 
was spared a similar fate. That pro¬ 
gram, Haikalis said, “will be private¬ 
ly funded.” Asked why Vida couldn’t 
also be privately funded — both pro¬ 
grams cost about the same — 
Haikalis responded, “There are only 
so many dollars.” 

As described in SFAF’s own Out¬ 
reach newsletter last year, Vida was a 
“specialized case management pro¬ 
gram,” that started in 1991 and was 
“one of the few case management 
programs in San Francisco which 
provides all programs in Spanish.” 
Over 60 percent of Vida clients are 
monolingual Spanish speakers. One 
of the unique aspects about Vida was 
that it offered quarterly workshops 
with the Bar Association of San 
Francisco in immigration and HIV 
issues, including private consultation 
with an immigration attorney. The 
program also offered help with fi¬ 
nances, housing, and medical ser¬ 
vices to 150 clients, 75 percent of 
which were gay men, 15 percent 
transgender, 5 percent heterosexual 
women and lesbians, and 5 percent 
heterosexual men. 

The drop-in portion of the pro¬ 
gram will continue, but all paid 
SFAF staff members and case man¬ 
agers for Vida have either resigned 
or transferred to other departments, 
said Haikalis. 

Dick Pabich, Mayor Willie Brown’s 
HIV/AIDS policy advisor, told the 
B.A.R. that the DPH has given him the

T hey’re packing, pumping, and primping in 
preparation for the largest Gay Games in histo¬ 
ry.

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Ten activists arrested in 
takeover of AIDS czar's office

A ctivists used a meeting with AIDS 
czar Sandra Thurman as an opportu¬ 
nity to seize the Office of National 
AIDS Policy (ONAP) Monday, July 20, if 


only briefly. 

This reporter was the only one invited to 
the meeting, to watch as protesters seized the 
historic building on Lafayette Park - part of 
the White House complex - and later, as uni¬ 
formed members of the Secret Service 
moved in to arrest and remove 10 protesters, 


primarily from ACT UP/New York. 

The meeting began normally enough. 
“We are here because we can no longer tol¬ 
erate the hypocrisy that surrounds the issue 
of needle exchange,” said Chris Lanier, coor¬ 
dinator of the National Coalition to Save 
Lives Now. “We ask that [ONAP], for the

Undermined autonomy 

Several individuals remarked 
on the inconsistency that Riggs 
would work to undermine local 
control from a municipality, when 
the Republican party ran on the 
issue of returning autonomy to 
local jurisdictions and enforce¬ 
ment of state’s rights. 

Some Republicans also appear 
unhappy with Riggs’s efforts. Mike 
German, President of the Log 
Cabin Republicans (LCR), San 
Francisco (an organization of gay 
and lesbian Republicans) said, 
“[Riggs should] butt out. He is not 
our political representative. LCR is 
not happy that we do not have a 
Republican in Congress, but we 
will take care of our own affairs.” 

Riggs refers to Catholic Chari¬ 
ties and the Salvation Army in his 
“dear colleague” letter, citing how 
they were “forced” to comply in 
violation of “deeply held beliefs.” 
In fact, the Salvation Army re¬ 
cently refused to contract with the 
city to avoid the provisions of the 
equal benefits ordinance. 

Major Ron Stricklin of the Sal¬ 
vation Army was quick to deny 
any involvement in Riggs’s efforts, 
saying “[We] did not ask him to 
do it on our behalf.” The position 
was clarified in a prepared state¬ 
ment read over the phone: “While 
Congressman Riggs’s amendment 
may ultimately affect the Army, 
we have not in any way involved 
ourselves in this issue to date.” 

Riggs recently gave up the op¬ 
portunity to run for re-election to 
his Congressional seat in an un¬ 
successful bid for the Republican 
nomination to challenge Senator 
Barbara Boxer. ▼

ongressional observers ex- 
' pect San Francisco’s land- 
d mark equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance to face a challenge in Wash¬ 
ington this week, through an an¬ 
ticipated amendment to a federal 
appropriations bill. 

Congressman Frank Riggs (R- 
Windsor), representing Califor¬ 
nia’s north coast, has announced 
his intentions in “dear colleague” 
letters this week. Specifically, and 
simply, the amendment to the VA 
(Veterans Administration) and 
HUD (Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment) Appropriations bill 
reads “None of the funds appro¬ 
priated by this Act may be used to 
implement Chapter 12B of the 
Administrative Code of San Fran¬ 
cisco, California.” 

San Francisco could lose all 
federal funding for veterans ser¬ 
vices as well as $265 million in 
federal housing funds - including 
$41 million for the Housing Op¬ 
portunities for People With AIDS 
program - affecting over 20,000 
units of public housing. 

Chapter 12B is the section of 
the administrative code that dic¬ 
tates the city’s policy of nondis¬ 
crimination across many cate¬ 


gories (including all federal re¬ 
quirements) such as race, age, sex, 
disability, and HIV/AIDS as well 
as marriage status and establishes 
the Human Rights Commission 
as the enforcement mechanism. 
Essentially the amendment could 
prohibit San Francisco from en¬ 
forcing all types of nondiscrimi¬ 
nation in federal housing and vet¬ 
erans contracts. 

The equal benefits ordinance, 
passed unanimously by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors in 
1996 and signed by Mayor Willie 
Brown, was added to Chapter 
12B. It prohibits San Francisco 
from entering into a contract with 
any entity that does not offer the 
same benefits to employees with 
either spouses or registered do¬ 
mestic partners. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
one of the co-sponsors of the 
equal benefits ordinance (along 
with Supervisors Leslie Katz and 
then-Supervisor Susan Leal), in¬ 
troduced a resolution “condemn¬ 
ing Congressman Franklin Riggs’ 
proposed legislation” for immedi¬ 
ate adoption at the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors meeting on July 27. 

“This is another cheap shot in 
the arsenal of bigotry that the re¬ 
ligious right wing keeps throwing 
at us in San Francisco,” said Am¬ 
miano. 

“He’s anti-gay, that’s what it 
is,” Brown said of Riggs at his 
Tuesday, July 21 press availability. 
His office has lobbied members of 
Congress against the amendment 
and engaged the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors in opposition among 
other strategies. 

San Francisco Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi has taken a 
lead rote in Congress to defeat the 
amendment, including issuing 
two “dear colleague” letters op¬ 
posing Riggs - including one co¬ 
signed by Congressman Steve 
Horn, a Southern California Re- 
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cannondale

Checks forged on 
SF gay pride account

nvestigators in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department’s 
' fraud unit are looking into al¬ 
legations that five counterfeit 
checks totaling nearly $29,000 
were written on the account of the 
San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual, Transgender Pride Celebra¬ 
tion Committee between June 19 
and July 7. Teddy Witherington, 
executive director of the pride 
committee, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the organization quickly 
filed a police report and immedi¬ 
ately changed the account num¬ 
ber. “There were two additional 
but unsuccessful attempts to de¬ 
posit forged checks into an un¬ 
known account after the discov¬ 
ery,” he said. 

On Monday, July 20, Inspector 
Phil Dito of the police fraud detail 
told the B.A.R. the fake checks were 


allegedly negotiated in San Jose, 
and that city’s police department is 
expected to take over the case. 

“When the canceled checks 
were received in the bank state¬ 
ment, the payee was not known to 
the organization, and the checks 
were clearly false,” Witherington 
said. The checks reportedly to¬ 
taled $28,928, which the commit¬ 
tee’s bank is expected to cover, he 
added. 

Dito said this type of forgery is 
common in the era of computers. 
“It happens a lot, people get hold 
of the account number by dump¬ 
ster diving or mail interception,” 
he said. Using a “common com¬ 
puter,” Dito explained, people can 
then make up checks that may 
look like the real ones; in this case, 
however, the unidentified suspects 
apparently didn’t use the same 
color of check stock paper, which 
led to the discovery as soon as the 
bank statement was received by

Lesbian-owned firm 
to help build gay center 


99 budget that’s scheduled for a 
final vote by the Board of Super¬ 
visors this Monday. 

The CCP board has developed 
an extensive list of activities, 
though it “will not seek to be a 
major provider of services and 
programs.” Instead, the board en¬ 
visions a rich mix of social, recre¬ 
ational, cultural, educational, po¬ 
litical, human, and spiritual orga¬ 
nizations in the center offering 
programs.

$25,000 and Paul Wiseman, of the 
Wiseman Group, an interior design 
company in San Francisco, donated 
$10,000 earlier this month. Y 


• local lesbian-owned con¬ 
struction firm has been 
hired as one of two compa¬ 
nies that will be responsible for 
the building of San Francisco’s 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) Community Center, 
the board of directors announced 
July 15. Fine Line Construction, 
whose principal is Doree Fried¬ 
man, will be involved in the joint 
venture with Nibbi Brothers Con¬ 
struction. 

The Community Center Pro¬ 
ject (CCP) board stated that Fried¬ 
man’s firm has a lot of construc¬ 
tion experience. “They have a real 
commitment to identify addition¬ 
al LGBT subcontractors and hiring 
lower income queer folk,” said 
board member Dana Van Gorder. 

In other news, the CCP Board 
held a discussion about the types 
of services that will be housed in 
the center and approved submis¬ 
sion of a budget to the Mayor’s of¬ 
fice for an expected $816,000 allo¬ 
cation in city funds in the 1998- 
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pride committee officials. 

Brooke Oliver, attorney for the 
pride committee, said the checks 
were a “totally different color,” 
and that committee officials im¬ 
mediately spotted them as being 
forged. Oliver also said that the 
counterfeit checks were made 
payable to someone the pride 
committee hadn’t heard of. 

“It happens quite a bit in busi¬ 
nesses that have a high balance 
and it looks like that’s what hap¬ 
pened here,” said Dito. 

Oliver told the B.A.R. that she 
talked to police Monday and that 
they are in contact with police in 
the South Bay. “We’d really like to 
see the police be more aggressive 
in investigating the crime, because 
that money is supposed to help 
the community,” said Oliver. “Be¬ 
cause it [forgery] is hard to prove, 
we hope the police will redouble 
their efforts.” 

Witherington declined to com¬ 
ment further on the matter, citing 
the ongoing investigation. The 
pride committee “is assisting the 
investigation and is cooperating 
with the authorities,” he said, “and 
has asked both the bank and the 
police to prosecute this matter to 
the full extent allowed by law.” Y 
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Tom Steel dies at 48

om Steel, a pioneering 
lawyer and community 
leader, who some say tran¬ 
scended any particular move¬ 
ment, died July 18 at the age of 48 
from complications related to 
AIDS. 

Steel, born May 7, 1950, was 
the second of 10 children from a 
prominent family in Yuba Coun¬ 
ty, and was likely influenced to 
enter the legal profession by his 
father and grandfather, both Su¬ 
perior Court judges. 

Described as a constitutional 
and civil rights attorney, Steel’s 
legal work covered a gamut of is¬ 
sues including: a lawsuit in 1979 
against the city of San Francisco 
after a drunken police officer and 
several friends allegedly invaded 
Pegs Place, a lesbian bar on Geary 
Street and injured patrons; a suit 
against the federal government on 
behalf of anti-war activist Brian 
Willson who lost both legs when 
a train ran over him at the Con¬ 
cord Naval Weapons Station; and 
a successful suit that San Francis¬ 
co’s ownership of the cross on 
Mount Davidson violated the 
constitutional separation of 
church and state. 

He was founder of the Gay 
Caucus of the National Lawyers 
Guild (NLG) and helped co¬ 
found Bay Area Lawyers for Indi¬ 
vidual Freedom (BALIF).

“Tom was a brilliant advocate 
for those without a voice and a 
gentle soul who taught by his own 
example. His passing is a great 
loss for the progressive and legal 
as well as the queer communities. 
He was a bright light,” said Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno. 

Steel left a legacy of communi¬ 
ty and legal work stretching back 
more than two decades. Those 
who reflected on his life and work 
- including politicians, lawyers, 
judges and advocates - comment¬ 
ed on his commitment to those in 
need, his aggressive legal work as 
well as his gentle personality and 
generosity. 

“Tom was a fabulous person, 
and he was exceedingly generous 


to the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty, to new attorneys, to people 
starting out, to causes he held 
dear. It is really a great loss to us,” 
said Superior Court Judge Donna 
Hitchens. 

“Tom represented the people 
that a lot of attorneys steered clear 
from,” said Assemblywoman Car¬ 
ole Migden. “Through his exam¬ 
ple he was a leader and a trail- 
blazer for progressive causes.” 

Many people commented on 
the diversity of the issues that 
drove him and the passion he 
brought to those issues. “As a per¬ 
son, he was devoted to social jus¬ 
tice issues - it was his love,” said 
Riva Enteen, program director for 
NLG. 

Among the causes mentioned 
were constitutional issues, the en¬ 
vironment, nuclear proliferation, 
women’s issues, gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues, police misconduct, labor, 
and the struggle of sex industry 
workers. 

Steel is survived by Dr. Milton 
Estes, his partner of many years; 
their son Jacob Estes; his parents, 
Robert and Margaret; and eight 
siblings. 

Funeral services were held at 
Green Gulch Farm on Wednesday, 
July 22.

Filipino AIDS forum this weekend

s ' he Filipino Task Force on 
AIDS of Northern Califor- 
nia (FTFA) will hold the 
first National/International Sum¬ 
mit on Filipinos and HIV/AIDS in 
San Francisco in an unprecedent¬ 
ed effort to address the needs of 
Filipinos living with HIV/AIDS in 
the U.S. and the Philippines, on 
July 24-25. 

More than 30 participants 
from the U.S. and the Philippines 
have been invited to share their 
experience and expertise as to de¬ 
velop Filipino-specific regional 
and national strategies for HIV 
prevention. The participants will 
include health educators, case 
managers of community-based 
organizations, Filipinos living 
with HIV/AIDS, as well as re¬ 
searchers and government offi¬ 
cials working with the Filipino 
communities in the U.S. and the 
Philippines. 

The Filipino community in the 
U.S. has seen the most AIDS cases 
among all Asians and Pacific Is¬ 
landers since the beginning of the 
epidemic. In San Francisco, Fil¬ 
ipinos represent 36 percent of all 


AIDS cases among Asians and Pa¬ 
cific Islanders. Rene Astudillo, ex¬ 
ecutive director of FTFA, says that 
the cause of such high numbers of 
AIDS cases among Filipinos is still 
unknown. “We’ve been trying to 
answer that question for the 
longest time,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Filipinos are the largest 
Asian population in the U.S., but 
there are also a lot of cultural is¬ 
sues surrounding the problem.” 
According to Astudillo, one such 
cultural issue is the fact that sex is 
rarely discussed among family 
members. 

The conference has been sup¬ 
ported by the Asian and Pacific Is¬ 
lander American Health Forum’s 
Empowering through Training and 
Technical Assistance (ETTA) pro¬ 
gram and the Office of Mayor 
Willie Brown. During Brown’s last 
trip to the Philippines, an agree¬ 
ment was signed that created a sis¬ 
ter-city arrangement between San 
Francisco and Manila, which in¬ 
cluded the goal of exchanging ex¬ 
pertise around HIV/AIDS. 

Astudillo told the B.A.R. that 
the summit hopes to establish spe¬ 
cific recommendations around 
HIV prevention and care to ad¬ 
dress the unique historical, socio¬ 


economic, religious, and political 
challenges that have resulted in the 
lack of awareness, stigma, and in-* 
difference surrounding HIV/AIDS. 

“FTFA, state and county health 
departments, and community or¬ 
ganizations in the U.S. mainland, 
the Pacific, and in the Philippines 
are struggling to find the most ap¬ 
propriate and effective strategies 
to address these challenges in HIV 
prevention and care services 
among members of this under¬ 
served community,” he said. 

Not only do organizers wish to 
come up with specific recommen¬ 
dations around HIV prevention 
and care; they hope that the con¬ 
ference will raise awareness of the 
Filipino community and the im¬ 
pact HIV/AIDS has had on it. As¬ 
tudillo also added that he hopes 
this conference will only be the 
first of a series of collaborative ef¬ 
forts to address HIV/AIDS among 
the Filipino community. T

he 20th annual National 
Lesbian and Gay Health 
M Conference will begin this 
weekend and will run through 
July 29 in San Francisco at the 
Hyatt Regency at Embarcadero 
Center. The event will bring to¬ 
gether healthcare providers, ac¬ 
tivists, researchers, and health 
promotion workers to discuss the 
health-related needs and issues of 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender people and people with 
HIV/AIDS. The 16th National 
AIDS/HIV Forum, featuring an 
update from the 12th World AIDS 
Conference recently held in Gene¬ 
va, will take place in conjunction 
with the conference. 

The conference is sponsored by 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Health Association (NLGHA), a 
non profit network of individual 
healthcare professionals, commu¬ 
nity health centers, clinics, and 
programs focusing on queer 
health. NLGHA Executive Director 
Beverly Saunders Biddle promised, 
“This year’s conference will have 
many firsts that will help set the 
healthcare agenda for the coming 
year for lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender communities.” Saun¬ 
ders Biddle projects an attendance 
of over 1,500 participants. 

According to the preliminary 
program, more than 100 topics 
will be covered in plenary ses¬ 


sions, symposia, and workshops. 
Saturday will be largely devoted to 
pre-conference institutes, includ¬ 
ing those on bisexuality and HIV 
prevention, gay male HIV preven¬ 
tion, transgender health and well¬ 
ness, and LGBT youth. 

Many events are organized into 
tracks of related presentations and 
workshops. A track organized with 
the National Association of Lesbian 
and Gay Addiction Professionals 
(NALGAP) will focus on a variety 
of issues related to substance use 
and abuse. Other tracks include is¬ 
sues of mid-life and aging, and a re¬ 
source development track. 

Another track will focus on 
health and political issues sur¬ 
rounding gay men’s sexual cul¬ 
tures, and will include discussions 
about barebacking, circuit parties, 
and party drugs. This track will 
begin with a pre-conference insti¬ 
tute on Saturday. A panel on 
leathersex and health will feature 
Race Bannon, Dr. Beth Brown, 
and William Henkin, Ph.D. A ses¬ 
sion entitled “Fucking With Our 
Cultures” will discuss what well 
known queer thinkers - from 
Harry Hay to Amber Hollibaugh 
to Essex Hemphill to Michelange¬ 
lo Signorile - have had to say 
about the connection between sex 
and queer political struggles. 

Finally, an evening forum on 
Tuesday, July 28 will discuss the 
use of the anti-impotence drug 
Viagra in the community. Pre¬ 
sented by the Stop AIDS Project 


in conjunction with the National 
Lesbian and Gay Health Confer¬ 
ence, the community forum - en¬ 
titled “Harder, Faster, Longer: A 
Town Meeting on Viagra Use 
Among Gay and Bisexual Men” - 
will explore such issues as safety 
concerns about using Viagra with 
poppers and methamphetamine 
and other recreational drugs, and 
Viagra’s potential impact on safer 
sex and HIV prevention. Orga¬ 
nized by Matthew Denckla, Hec¬ 
tor Carrillo, and Eric Rofes, the 
free meeting will begin at 7 p.m. 
at the Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco, 150 Eure¬ 
ka Street near 18th Street. 

Other notable events include a 
three-hour roundtable discussion 
on lesbian health issues, and a 
panel on ethnic diversity and cul¬ 
tural competence and their impact 
on the health of people of color. A 
special “Authors Meet Critics” se¬ 
ries will promote discussion be¬ 
tween readers and authors includ¬ 
ing Sandra Jacoby Klein, Robert 
Penn, Christy Ponticelli, Rofes, 
and Michael Shernoff. ▼ 


The NLGHA conference will 
take place at the Hyatt 
Regency, 5 Embarcadero 
Center. Registration is 
available onsite and volunteers 
are still needed. For more 
information call 864-8812 or 
visit the NLGHA web site at 
www.nlgha.org.

IT'S A FOOT LONG 
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Only so many dollars 


any years ago a panel of the comic 
strip “Grin and Bear It” showed a 
woman preening in an elegant and 
obviously costly fur coat, telling a friend, 
“Of course, we had to scrimp and save to af¬ 
ford such an extravagance, but it was worth 
it.” As she bragged, her miserably emaciated 
husband and kids stood around her in rags 
and tatters, indicating the extremes of her 
scrimping and saving (and selfishness). 

Recent events at the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation reminded us of that cartoon 
this week, but very few people would con¬ 
sider their extravagance a laughing matter. 
It’s especially not funny if you’re Latino, 
HIV-positive, and dependent on the foun¬ 
dation for services. 

As Cynthia Laird reports on the front 
page of this issue, SFAF’s decided to do 
some scrimping and saving of its own, by 
scrapping its Vida y Movimiento program 
for Spanish-speaking people with HIV, be¬ 
cause it claims it cannot find the $189,000 
for the program in its $16.8 million budget. 

As Susan Haikalis, client services direc¬ 
tor, said about the decision to eliminate the 
program, “There are only so many dollars.” 

Well, yes. Exactly. Isn’t that what people 
have been telling SFAF? 

As the foundation has given its executives 
double-digit raises on six-figure salaries over 
the past several years, concerned communi¬ 
ty members have questioned whether there 
isn’t only so much money, and if there aren’t 
many more pressing needs than high 
salaries. SFAF has responded by saying its 
paychecks are similar to those earned in the 
private sector, and that its critics are “crazy,” 
“misogynist,” and “rich white guys” who 
don’t care about the disadvantaged clients 
the foundation claimed to serve. Foundation 
mouthpieces condescendingly said that it is 
doing fine, with a budget that can support 
those fat paychecks. 


Now we find that they were lying. The 
budget apparently can’t support everything, 
and when push comes to shove and SFAF 
has to choose whether it’s more im¬ 
portant to spend $189,000 on 150 
HIV-positive San Franciscans, or 
on one HIV-negative executive 
director who lives in the suburbs, 
it decides that the people with the 
infection are more expendable. So 
which is it that finds the needs of the dis¬ 
enfranchised beneath their atten¬ 
tion: the foundation’s critics, 
or the foundation? 

Haikalis said the decisions 
were “tough.” In the sense that 
they’re hard to swallow, she’s right. Other¬ 
wise, they’re not tough, they’re extravagant- 


The truth is, the foundation could fund 
Vida with the interest on the money it now 
has in reserves - about $3 million, as of a 
few months ago. Or it could spare the pro¬ 
gram for at least another six months by 
using extra money it got in the AIDS 
Walk last weekend: immediately after 
that event was over, the foundation 
reportedly announced a $200,000 sur¬ 
plus over last year (but when we called 
to ask about it, the surplus suddenly 
^ shrank to half that). Better still, it 
could do what private industry 
does when there are financial 
problems: it could downsize 
its top-heavy executive layer 
and use that money for its essential pur¬ 
pose. ▼

Log Cabin Club 
insults values of Lincoln

’%' he Log Cabin Club, the country’s 
largest gay Republican organization, 
tl announced the choice for their Spirit 
of Lincoln Award to be presented next 
month at the LCC’s annual national con¬ 
vention in Fort Worth. 

The recipient is familiar to most Califor¬ 
nians: Ward Connerly, founder of the Cali¬ 
fornia Civil Rights Initiative (better known 
as Proposition 209) and member of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Board of Regents. Prop 209 ended 
race- and gender-based affirmative action 
at the University of California, the country’s 
largest university system. Connerly, an 
African-American, was credited with gar¬ 
nering sufficient support for Prop 209 - 
largely from Republican voters - to get the 
measure passed. 

Prop 209 has been one of the most con¬ 
troversial laws in the nation, roundly criti¬ 
cized by civil rights and women’s groups, as 
well as many politicians. Prop 209 has en¬ 
gendered such divisiveness that even in Or¬ 
ange County few Californians actually 
admit to having voted for the measure. 
Connerly has been labeled everything from 
an Uncle Tom to a race traitor by other 
African-Americans. A staunch social con¬ 
servative and Republican, Connerly asserts 
that affirmative action serves as a detriment 
to people of color and women because it 
paternalizes those it purports to help. Nev¬ 
ertheless, UC administrators have noted a 
significant drop in new admissions of black, 
Hispanic and women students (Asian ad¬ 
missions have remained constant) since 
Prop 209 was enforced. 

All this begs the question: Why, when the 
Log Cabin Club (LCC) assiduously avoids 
any hint of political controversy, has the 
group chosen such a problematic figure for 
its highest honor? LCC states Connerly was 


chosen because of his efforts to end affir¬ 
mative action, which the LCC also decries. 
LCC also notes Connerly, in his role as 
member of the Board of Regents, voted for 
domestic partnership benefits at UC. 
(Which means little to those barred from 
entering the UC system in the first place.) 

The choice of Connerly affirms what 
most queers - particularly people of color 
and lesbians - believe about the LCC. 
The group is fundamentally racist, 
sexist and, this selection would sug¬ 
gest, completely lacking in even a 
modicum of diplomacy. LCC re¬ 
peatedly asserts the group is not 
merely a lobby to maintain privi¬ 
lege for upper-middle class 
straight-acting gay white 
guys. They argue LCC re¬ 
mains open to women 
and people of color. Yet 
one doubts embracing a 
racist/sexist agenda will bring an LCC 
membership boom from those ranks. 
What’s next, posthumous awards to James 
Earl Ray and Senator Joe McCarthy? 

Honoring Connerly goes far beyond 
tactless political wrong-headedness, though 
previous recipients of LCC support have in¬ 
cluded Michael Huffington and Mitt Rom¬ 
ney, both of whom ran in opposition to two 
of the strongest supporters of queer rights 
on Capitol Hill, Dianne Feinstein and Ted 
Kennedy. The LCC has always been guilty of 
ahistoricity - even as they continually in¬ 
voke the name of Lincoln (who must quake 
in his grave every time Rich Tafel or Bruce 
Bawer claims connection to him). 

The fact is, the so-called “party of Lin¬ 
coln” is at odds with all Lincoln stood for 
and promulgated. Does the LCC not know 
Lincoln ordered the Emancipation Procla¬ 
mation? Can such ignorance be true of so 
many prep school and Ivy League graduates? 

Republicans did not build the gay and 


lesbian movement. While non-straight-act- 
ing lesbians, gay men, and drag queens were 
fighting in the streets and being jailed for 
trying to advance the cause of queer civil 
rights, gay Republicans - like McCarthy’s 
henchman Roy Cohn - were leading the 
closeted charge against queers. Were it not 
for those of us willing to risk everything for 
civil rights, the LCC wouldn’t enjoy the free¬ 
dom it has today to insult us (and Lincoln’s 
memory) with awards like this. 

Today the Republican Party remains the 
single most potent force aligned 
against lesbians and gay men in 
America. Perhaps the LCC hasn’t 
heard their fellow Republicans 
Senators Trent Lott, Jesse Helms 
and Newt Gingrich, or pres¬ 
idential hopefuls Gary 
Bauer and Rev. Pat 
Robertson as they inveigh 
against the horrors of ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

Perhaps Connerly was the only Republi¬ 
can icon the LCC could find who had ever 
made even a titularly positive statement 
about lesbians and gays, and thought that 
merited an award. But is that enough? This 
narrow vision is what makes the LCC the 
self- serving, myopic group they prove 
themselves repeatedly to be. 

Can we, as a civil rights movement, af¬ 
ford to support those who violate the civil 
rights of others? If we have a shred of in¬ 
tegrity we cannot. The LCC should rescind 
this award. ▼

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No time for abuse 

It’s time to play hardball with the Republican 
party, Pat Robertson, Trent Lott, and Dick Armey. The 
time for being victimized by their abusive rhetoric is 
finished. As they continue to spin and hurl various 
charges against us, I believe its time we launch our 
own particular spin and let them implode.

Let’s ask these big questions to these 
politicians: is your agenda geared to discarding the 
U.S. Constitution in favor of a theocracy? What is 
your final solution to gays and lesbians in this coun¬ 
try? Do you intend to do what Hitler did to millions 
of Jews, Gypsies, Jehovah’s Witnesses, the disabled, 
gays and lesbians? Ask every hard question pertain¬ 
ing to their vision, their connection with Nazi logic 
and let them implode.

Screenings and screamings 

I read with interest Gary Morris’s review of “Queer 
Innovators” in the 18 June 1998 Bay Area Reporter. In 
that article you say Raymond Murray recalls, “Ham¬ 
mer attempted to restrict initial screenings of the film 
to women.” And then he says that it is an interesting 
artifact of the lesbian separatist movement. I need to 
correct some things. 

I was never a separatist. When I toured with my 
films I asked the community audience what they 
would prefer, i.e., a woman-only audience or a mixed 
audience. The responses were different but there def¬ 
initely were women-only audiences for my erotic 
work. I remember one time in Vienna where we had 
two screenings, one for women and one mixed. Dur¬ 
ing the mixed screening an image of the vulva ap¬ 
peared in close up on the screen (from my 1980 film, 
Sync Touch). A man screamed (like in shock or hor¬ 
ror) and the women in the audience yelled back that 
if he didn’t like it he could leave. 

Another thing is that the soundtrack on the ver¬ 
sion of Dyketactics (1974) that was screened in the 
“Queer Innovators” program was one that I do not 
have permission for. That was a song from the album 
“Lavender Jane” by Alix Dobkin. At the time I put the 
soundtrack on I thought she would be delighted with 
it, but when I asked her later she said that I could only 
use it if I were sure men would not be in the audience. 
I told her I couldn’t promise that as I was distributing 
with Canyon Cinema as well as other film distribu¬ 
tion companies. She then said that I couldn’t use the 
soundtrack in that case. I will ask Alix again, as per¬ 
haps her ideas have changed in these more than 25 
years. Anyway, I had forgotten where that print was 
and I will put it in my personal archive until I receive 
her permission. If I do, I will release the film with the 
“Lavender Jane” soundtrack. 

I hope this is of interest in preserving dyke and 
community history, one of my favorite topics.

Incomplete cancer coverage 

Thank you for your July 9 article, “Lesbian faces 
eviction and firing because she has breast cancer.” Jan 
Nuzzo, Debra Harrison, and I greatly appreciate your 
coverage of their struggles with cancer and their em¬ 
ployer. I would, however, like to clarify a few points. 

Your article omits any mention of the contribu¬ 
tions of, and assistance by, the Women’s Cancer Re¬ 
source Center, and, specifically, Katherine Jaramillo, 
of that organization. The Women’s Cancer Resource 
Center has provided Debra and Jan with continued 
support as they struggle through the rigors of cancer 
treatment and their horrendous work and housing 
situations. Both agencies provide an array of services 
to women struggling with cancer and have been in¬ 
strumental in providing support to Debra and Jan. 

Your article also mistakenly attributes to Jan, in a 
form of a quote, a statement that, regrettably, mis¬ 
states some of the essential facts. Jan did not assume 
the duties “that Harrison could no longer do while 
undergoing chemotherapy.” Jan assumed those duties 
because Joe Meyer prevented Debra from perform¬ 
ing any of her duties after he learned that she had 
breast cancer; and Meyer forced Jan into a new em¬ 
ployment agreement that required her to perform all 
the duties of the property manager. Prior to Debra’s 
breast cancer diagnosis, Debra and Jan jointly shared 
and performed the duties of a property manager. The 
division of labor between Debra and Jan was that 
Debra performed the more administrative tasks, i.e., 
tenants, vendors, lease issues, etc., and Jan performed 
the more physical chores necessary to maintain the 
building. Throughout Debra’s breast cancer treat¬ 
ment, she was at all times able to perform the essen¬ 
tial functions of her job with minor accommodations 
to allow time for treatment and recovery. However, 
Meyer prevented Debra from performing any tasks. 

We have not, as your article represents, asked the 
employer “for more time to negotiate.” We are mere¬ 
ly waiting for the Department of Fair Employment 
and Housing to finish investigating Debra and Jan’s 
separate complaints of harassment, discrimination, 
and retaliation. We were working to resolve the issues 
between the parties, as part of the Oakland District 
Department of Fair Employment and Housing Of¬ 
fice’s concerted conciliation efforts, when the em¬ 
ployer terminated Debra and Jan’s employment and 
gave them 30 days to surrender their apartment. We 
believe that these actions of the employer further sig¬ 
nals their bad faith and retaliatory motives. Never¬ 
theless, as of this date, the employer/building owner 
has not yet begun eviction proceedings. 

We greatly appreciate the B.A.R.’s willingness to 
do a story on the issues presented by Debra’s and Jan’s 
struggles with their employer while they try to man¬ 
age their personal struggles with illness and disabili¬ 
ty. We only hope that other employers will not take 
similar actions against people who are struggling with 
disabling illnesses, or their partners who must pro¬ 
vide care for them.

Cruising will happen 

It is laughable to suggest, as Dr. Saluzzo did in his 
June 18 B.A.R. letter, “The Decline and Fall of the 
Castro,” that cruising and commerce are more im¬ 
portant than being of service to humanity. Cruising 
and commerce in the Castro will not end just because 
a few hundred people are given food to eat by MCC 
or because ACT/UP speaks out for the rights of the 
homeless. I find the classism and racism in our com¬ 
munity to be quite draining. We need to look at the 
true causes of homelessness and poverty instead of 
bashing the victims. 

Dr. Saluzzo also stated that as a “gay community 
we should look after each other.” Is he aware that 
some homeless adults and teens are gay? Homeless 
and gay are not mutually exclusive terms. Neither are 
gay and humanitarian. Last year, I spent several 
months working with the homeless as a VISTA vol¬ 
unteer. This does not make me an expert on home¬ 
lessness, but it did raise my consciousness level. There 
are as many reasons for homelessness as there are 
homeless. Yes, there are homeless who were affected 
by the de-institutionalization movement of the 1970s, 
but there are also families, children, women, and dis¬ 
placed workers who are homeless. 

It is a fallacy to suggest that people are homeless 
because they want to be. People who are homeless 
want the same things the rest of us want — nice 
homes, meaningful work, and proper health care. 
They live in inhuman conditions, under bridges, in 
rat-infested tunnels, etc. Homeless shelters are just as 
gruesome. Once you’re homeless, it’s almost impossi¬ 
ble to get out of homelessness. No one will hire you 
without a legal address, adequate work clothes or job 
skills. Some shelters discourage their homeless popu¬ 
lation from procuring meaningful employment with 
their archaic rules requiring chores and prayers to be 
done during the workday. 

Getting rid of the homeless and the hungry is not 
the same as ending homelessness and hunger. If or¬ 
ganizations like MCC and ACT/UP want to take a 
stronger moral leadership position in the Castro to 
address these complex issues, they should be ap¬ 
plauded, not attacked.

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GOP steps up

®l:p wo weeks ago this column 
reported that the national 
Republican Party had point¬ 
edly decided to make gay rights 
the centerpiece of its fall cam¬ 
paign. There seemed to be some 
doubters: “It would be too risky,” 
claimed one letter-writer; “The 
Republicans are only ‘testing’ the 
issue,” said a politically astute 
friend of mine. 

Well, the events of the past 
week should put to rest any feel¬ 
ing that the recent political attacks 
on gays are merely coincidental. 
There’s a master plan at work 
here, and the worst is yet to come. 
There can be no doubt that the 
Republican-fostered political de¬ 
bate over homosexuality is a real¬ 
ity — and will intensify as the fall 
elections approach. 

First we had Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott, plus his top 
Senate assistants and a cou¬ 
ple of powerful GOP 
House leaders, spewing 
their view that homosex¬ 
uality is a “sin” compara¬ 
ble to alcoholism, klep¬ 
tomania, and sex ad¬ 
diction. That was fol¬ 
lowed by the 
Texas state 
GOP chair¬ 
man lumping 
gays in with 
pedophiles and the Ku Klux Klan. 
Then, last week, a coalition of re¬ 
ligious groups bought full-page 
ads in several national papers de¬ 
fending Lott, football star Reggie 
White, and others who had at¬ 
tacked gays, and urging gays and 
lesbians to abandon their 
“lifestyle.” 

Now Republicans are continu¬ 
ing the attack with two anti-gay 
proposals they are moving 
through the House, clearly signal¬ 
ing to right-wing religious leaders 
(like the Focus on the Family’s the 
Reverend James Dobson, the 
Traditional Values Coalition’s Lou 
Sheldon, and Gary Bauer of the 
homophobic Family Research 
Council) that the party would in¬ 
deed adhere to their demands to 
stage an all-out fight against gay 
rights in this year’s national con¬ 
gressional campaign. 

Clearly with the approval of 
the GOP House leadership, Cali¬ 
fornia Representative Frank 
Riggs (R-Windsor) announced 
he is planning a proposal to deny 
federal housing money to cities, 
such as San Francisco, that require 
organizations to provide benefits 
for unmarried domestic partners 
of the organization’s employees. 
Riggs made no secret of the fact 
that his proposed legislation is 
aimed at San Francisco, which last 
year adopted a first-of-its-kind 
ordinance requiring private 
groups contracting with the city 
to offer benefits to their employ¬ 
ees’ domestic partners. 

The second anti-gay House 
plan is being offered by Rep. Joel 
Hefley (R-Colorado), and would 
block President Bill Clinton’s re¬ 
cent directive barring job dis¬ 
crimination against gay federal 
workers; Hefley’s measure would 
immediately cancel Clinton’s ex¬ 
ecutive order of May 28 that adds' 
gay people to the list of groups 
that may not be discriminated 
against in federal employment. 
Both House measures are said to 
have been suggested directly by 


Dobson and Bauer. 

Will this anti-gay crusade help 
the party retain its majorities in 
the House and Senate? Even some 
Republicans are saying they are 
nervous about buying into the 
hateful campaign and that it 
might backfire in November, but 
Lott, House Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich, and company are appar¬ 
ently willing to chance it in order 
tq keep their vote-rich 
religious organization 
allies appeased. 

In California, GOP 
senate nominee 
Matt Fong, caught 
in the middle of what 
could be a very politi¬ 
cally dangerous 
game of gay¬ 
baiting, seems 
to be wanting 
to have it both 
ways. Fong, thought to be a polit¬ 
ical “moderate” by Lott’s stan¬ 
dards, told reporters that while he 
agrees with Lott that homosexu¬ 
ality is a “sin” he wishes Lott had 
not made his now famous anti¬ 
gay comments. Of course he does; 
he will be going to those very 
same people (Lott, Dobson, 
Bauer, and ilk) for badly needed 
campaign funds before Novem¬ 
ber. Fong says he is “against ho¬ 
mosexual activity but [doesn’t] 
believe that gays should be dis¬ 
criminated against.” (What else 
could he say in California?) 

If Fong wants to put himself in 
the company of Lott by passing 
judgment on tens of thousands of 
Californians, he can do so, but the 
guy can’t have it both ways. Or 
can he? Officials of the mostly-gay 
Log Cabin Club of California 
were falling over themselves mak¬ 
ing excuses for Fong’s denuncia¬ 
tion of homosexuality this week 
by pointing out that he said that 
if elected he would support the 
nomination of openly gay San 
Franciscan James Hormel as am¬ 
bassador to Luxembourg. Thanks 
a whole bunch Matt; the guy is 
safe on that one because Lott has 
let it be known he isn’t about to 
let that vote ever get to the senate 
floor. Fong, who is trying to un¬ 
seat longtime gay rights support¬ 
er Senator Barbara Boxer, has 
little to worry about from the gay 
Log Cabin Club; they appear to be 
ready to endorse the guy no mat¬ 
ter how “sinful” he thinks gays are. 
Frank Ricchiazzi, founder of the 
Log Cabin’s political action com¬ 
mittee, defended Fong by telling 
the San Jose Mercury News that 
“the guy [Fong] has tasted dis¬ 
crimination, he understands it 
and will clearly be there for all 
groups if anyone tried to put over 
anything that is discriminatory.” 

In San Francisco, Chris Bow¬ 
man, a long time Republican 
party activist and gay activist who 
has been affiliated with the local 
Log Cabin group for years, told 


the Bay Area Reporter that the 
issue of Fong thinking that being 
gay is a “sin” does not bother him: 
“The issue is irrelevant; we don’t 
need the approval of anyone -r- 
we need people who will stand up 
for our civil rights.” Bowman as¬ 
sured this writer that Fong, if 
elected, would indeed “stand up 
for our civil rights.” Like other gay 
Republicans, (and, no, I didn’t say 
that is an oxymoron) Bowman 
apparently feels that the untested 
Fong, who freely calls homosexu¬ 
ality a “sin,” would somehow be 
better for the civil rights of gays 
and lesbians than would incum¬ 
bent Boxer, who has a known long 
record of support for gay rights. 

As this column predicted three 
weeks ago, the Republican party, 
bowing to the demands of the ho¬ 
mophobic Christian right, has de¬ 
cided to go all out against gays 
this election and it remains to be 
seen if Fong will distance himself 
from this hateful effort i— and 
their big bucks campaign money. 

Politics and people 

When state Senator Quentin 
Kopp leaves office at the end of 
this year due to term limits, the 
Legislature will no longer have an 
“Independent” member. When 
Kopp was elected in 1986 from a 
heavily Democratic district (hav¬ 
ing defeated Assemblyman Lou 
Papan, a political ally of then- 
Speaker and now San Francisco 
Mayor Willie Brown) he became 
the first non-incumbent “Indepen¬ 
dent” elected to the Legislature in 
well over 100 years. Kopp, a De¬ 
mocrat during his many years on 
the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors, has often been portrayed by 
some gay activists as being anti¬ 
gay, but it is a charge he adamant¬ 
ly denies. Kopp told the Bay Area 
Reporter in a brief interview this 
week that “I am the only conserv¬ 
ative or quasi-conservative re¬ 
maining in elective office in San 
Francisco, but people believe in 
me, people rely on me, even if they 
disagree with my position on racial 
or gender preference.” (That’s how 
he sees affirmative action.) 

When asked about his plans 
after leaving office, Kopp replied, 
“I can practice law full time,” 
adding that “I’m sure I will be kept 
busy doing a number of things.” 
Asked if he might run for mayor 
next year against his old political 
nemesis Brown, Kopp refused to 
rule it out, but gave the clear im¬ 
pression he had no such plans. He 
did say, however, a race against 
Brown would be “interesting” and 
said he thought that his friend, po¬ 
litical consultant Clint Reilly, is 
“seriously” thinking about taking 
on Brown. Making clear his dislike 
for Da Mayor, Kopp called him 
“untrustworthy,” while mention¬ 
ing that he found Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden to be “in-

S omebody had to say it, and 
somebody with a larger cir¬ 
culation than mine did. 
That means this particular opin¬ 
ion, one that goes against the 
grain and shows the strain at the 
edges where co-ed queer solidari¬ 
ty is at its most artificial, is going 
to get out where the people who’d 
most love to stifle it will have to 
deal with it. That opinion would 
be that - surprise! - women and 
men, even queer women and 
men, have different sexualities 
and sexual cultures. And I believe 
I speak for quite a number of les¬ 
bians when I add to this opinion 
by saying I prefer lesbian sexuali¬ 
ty to be considered for itself with¬ 
out having to shrug off collateral 
spin from consideration of any¬ 
one else’s sexuality. 

It was Rob Morse of the San 
Francisco Examiner who had the 
most succinct and cogent com¬ 
ment about the recent crackdown 
on public sexual activity in the 
men’s restroom of the Transbay 
Terminal at First and Mission 
streets.

No duh! And thank you, 

Rob Morse, for 
pointing that out. If 
you consider all the 
straight men who go 
out of their 
way to say off- 
the-wall stuff 
about lesbian 
sexuality ... usually in inverse 
proportion to how much of a clue 
they have ... it would be difficult 
to find even a shred of vested in¬ 
terest in his responding to silly 
political hoo-hah with some les¬ 
bian-positive facts. A lot of people 
who might not take my word for 
this have no reason to disbelieve 
Rob Morse, which only increases 
my appreciation for the printed 
words that (rightly) disassociated 
female sexuality in general, and 
lesbian sexuality in particular, 
from an activity (anonymous sex 
in public restrooms) I would not 
like to pop up as a word associa¬ 
tion with “lesbian.” 

I’m a strong believer in sexual 
freedom, including the freedom 
to be gross ... among consenting 
people of adult competency in 
private. That means without in¬ 
terfering with anyone else’s use of 
public facilities. Were this a matter' 
of entrapment, I’d be screaming. 
Were it a matter of men rebuffed 
in efforts to get “indecency” 
charges from before sodomy law 
repeal expunged from records, I’d 
be screaming. What I’m scream¬ 
ing as regards this crackdown is 
for gay men to take responsibility 
for their own sexuality. Get down, 
get dirty, have fun ... but don’t 
drag lesbians into it when the 
public goes “Ick!” 

If I’m a little extra testy about 
this, it’s because it follows on the 
heels of something I read in the Ex¬ 
press’ July book supplement. Writ¬ 
ing about author/educator Eric 
Rofes, Anneli Rufus reports that 
when he sees two women kissing, 
he gets “queasy”; when he watches a 
movie and two female characters 
start making out, “he feels positive¬ 
ly ill.” To his credit... I guess... this 
inspired an annual workshop to ex¬ 
plore (and get over) “all kinds of 
cross-gender curiosity and revul¬ 
sion.” As admirable as the goal may 
be, I feel just a little skeptical. For

one thing, this strikes me as anoth¬ 
er organized attempt to make some 
basic respect for lesbians condition¬ 
al on our carte blanche avowal, for 
public consumption, that all male 
sexual activity is wonderful... with 
precious little assurance our doing 
anything as simple as kissing 
will be more than tolerat¬ 
ed, with great effort, and 
at the risk of nausea. 

It’s as though we lesbians 
are expected to share re¬ 
sponsibility for revulsion 
at our bodies and our 
expressions of attraction 
and love. It’s something 
of an attempt 
to make a “no 
fault” situation 
of it, to say our 
attitudes are part of the problem. 
I’m sorry, but I think lesbians by 
and large have a much more laissez 
faire attitude toward male bodies 
and sexuality; more of us are blase 
than repulsed, and some of us are 
actually somewhat appreciative as 
long as we can look but don’t have 
to touch. 

But blase is what gay men 
seem to be about the type of re¬ 
vulsion that, if exhibited or allud¬ 
ed to by heterosexuals, would be 
angrily denounced as homopho¬ 
bia before the gagging sounds got 
all the way out of the offended 
throat. Can you imagine the reac¬ 
tion if a straight person, especial¬ 
ly a straight man, were quoted as 
saying seeing two men kissing 
grossed him out? Didn’t Mel Gib¬ 
son just get some flak for declin¬ 
ing to have his picture taken with 
a drag queen? And yet, were a les¬ 
bian to complain about the full 
monty in a gay and lesbian publi¬ 
cation, she’d be blamed for cop¬ 
ping an attitude ... an attitude 
that would likely be labeled puri¬ 
tanical and man-hating. Do we 
suspect just a hint of a double 
standard here? 

Double standard ... like the 
old madonna-whore complex. It’s 
alive and well for lesbians, and we 
get it from both directions: from 
politically correct dykes who call 
us male-identified when were not 
madonnas, and gay men who call 
us anti-sexual when we’re not 
whores ... when what we really 
want is for both of them to shut 
up and let women who love 
women (and love kissing and 
making out with them) say what 
we’re about. I’m not the only les¬ 
bian who’s sick and tired of hav¬ 
ing my sexuality constantly co¬ 
opted for someone else’s agenda. 
So who knew a straight man 
would provide welcome rein¬ 
forcement? 

Thank you, Rob Morse! T 
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While only 9% of

This week in gay history: Rad- 
clyffe Hall's The Well of Loneli¬ 
ness is published in England July 
27 , 1928 . 

adclyffe Hall’s novel, The 
' Well of Loneliness, was 
: banned in its time and was 
at the center of a sensational court 
trial. Its notoriety made it an in¬ 
ternational hit, translated into 14 
languages and selling at a rate of 
100,000 copies a year at the time 
of Hall’s death in 1943. Amazing¬ 
ly, the book has never gone 
out of print and remains 
the most famous lesbian 
novel ever written. 

Marguerite Radclyffe 
Hall (she preferred to be 
called “John”) was born into a 
wealthy British family 
in 1880. Early on, she 
recognized her at¬ 
traction to girls and 
women, which made 
her social-climbing mother un¬ 
comfortable. As soon as Hall came 
into her sizable inheritance, she 
headed to Europe to escape her 
mother’s disapproval. There, in 
1908, she met her first love, Mabel 
Veronica Batten (“Ladye”), and 
the two women lived together 
until Ladye’s death seven years 
later. Shortly after, Hall became 
lovers with Ladye’s cousin, Lady 
Una Troubridge, who was still 
married but soon deserted her 
husband to set up housekeeping 
with Hall in Paris. 

Over the next few years, Hall 
developed her own distinctive 
style, dressing in tailored suits and 
ties, and even smoking a pipe. She 
frequented Natalie Barney’s salon 
and began to pursue her own 
writing in earnest, though she had 
had no formal education. Her first 
novel, The Forge (1924), includes 
a character based on Romaine 
Brooks, Barney’s lover. 

Hall also immersed herself in 
the work of sexologist Havelock 
Ellis on the subject of “female in¬ 
version,” or lesbianism. Ellis’s 
writings convinced Hall that les¬ 
bianism was innate. After the crit¬ 
ical success of her second novel 
ensured her literary reputation, 
Hall approached Troubridge with 
an idea for a new novel, one with 
a political point. 

“She had long wanted to write 
a book on sexual inversion,” 
Troubridge explained in her biog¬ 
raphy of Hall, “a novel that would 
be accessible to the general public 
who did not have access to tech¬ 
nical treatises. ... It was her ab¬ 
solute conviction that such a book 
could only be written by a sexual 
invert.” Hall felt she needed her 
lover’s permission to write it, be¬ 
cause it could mean “the ship¬ 


wreck of her whole career.” 
Troubridge replied without hesi¬ 
tation that she must write what 
was in her heart, and The Well of 
Loneliness was born. 

Hall patterned her protagonist 
after the lesbians she had read 
about in Ellis’s case studies. The 
Well is the story of Stephen Gor¬ 
don, given a man’s name at birth 
because her father wanted a son. 
A tomboy loathed by her mother, 
Stephen goes abroad to work as 
an ambulance driver during 
World War I. She finds personal 
fulfillment in her work and meets 
Mary Llewellyn, the passion of 
her life. Though the two 
women spend several happy 
years together, Mary be¬ 
comes attracted to a man. 
In a tearjerker ending, 
Stephen pretends to have 
an affair with another 
woman, thus freeing 
Mary to marry and 
lead a “normal” life. 

Hall told her pub¬ 
lisher that she wrote 
The Well out of duty, “in defence 
of those who are utterly defence¬ 
less, who being from birth set 
apart... need all the help that so¬ 
ciety can give them.” She did what 
at that time was unthinkable and 
unforgivable: she wrote a novel 
that dared to depict lesbianism as 
a fact of life, not as a vice. “I am 
not ashamed of [my love],” 
Stephen declares proudly. “There’s 
no shame in me.” 

With a brief introduction by 
Ellis himself, the novel was pub¬ 
lished in England by Jonathan 
Cape Ltd. on July 27, 1928 and 
produced an immediate furor. 
When the Home Secretary got a 
copy of the book, he demanded 
that Cape withdraw it or be pros¬ 
ecuted under Britain’s Obscene 
Publications Act. Cape discontin¬ 
ued publication but cooked up a 
plan in which an English-lan¬ 
guage publisher in Paris would 
print and sell the novel from 
there. The plan backfired when 
British Customs seized the first 
copies of the Paris edition as they 
were on their way to London. 

The book’s obscenity trial took 
place in November, with its 40 de¬ 
fense witnesses representing a vir¬ 
tual Who’s Who of 20th century 
British literature, with E.M. 
Forster, George Bernard Shaw, 
H.G. Wells, and Virginia Woolf 
ready to testify to its importance. 
The judge, however, would not 
allow their testimony and based 
his decision on his own reading of 
the book. To no one’s surprise, he 
declared the novel to be propa¬ 
ganda for “the most horrible, un¬ 
natural and disgusting obscenity,” 
although it included no graphic 
sexuality. The Well was banned in 
England, where it remained un¬ 
available until 1949. 


The American edition went 
through its own obscenity hearing 
in 1929 but emerged victorious 
on appeal and became a bestseller. 
Hall later claimed to have received 
10,000 fan letters, most from 
grateful lesbians, but many from 
sympathetic heterosexuals. With 
its stoic hero and dreary ending, 
The Well of Loneliness set the stan¬ 
dard for lesbian fiction for the 
next 40 years. Ironically, though 
Hall was branded as a propagan¬ 
dist for lesbianism in 1928, she 
has been dismissed by many post- 
Stonewall lesbians as self-hating. 
Still, The Well of Loneliness more 
than any other work helped at 
least two generations of lesbians 
realize that they were not alone. ▼

A Gentle Touch 


Oh, Mary!

he new 20th Century Fox 
feature film There’s Some- 
11 thing About Mary, brought 
to you by the 

writing/directing/producing team 
of the Farrelly brothers ( King Pin 
and Dumb and Dumber ) includes 
some blatant stereotypes of gay 
men. Ted Stroehmann (Ben 
Stiller) has been obsessed with 
Mary Jenson (Cameron Diaz) 
since they attended high school 
together some 13 years ago. Seek¬ 
ing counseling for his preoccupa¬ 
tion with her, he tells his therapist 
that he recently had a panic attack 
on the highway and needed to 
pull off at a rest stop. His therapist 
interrupts him and excitingly tells 
Ted that “many, many, many” gay 
men have sex at these rest areas. 
Before the audience learns why 
the therapist is so excited by the 
concept, Ted’s session ends. Later 
in the film, Ted pulls over at a rest 
area to urinate. He walks a few 
feet to an open field, trips on 
someone and ends up getting ar¬ 
rested when cops bust a dozen or 
so pantless men for having sex. 
The closing credits are a montage 
of scenes from the movie with the 
cast lip-synching a song from the 
movie’s soundtrack. These clips 
again include the pantless men, 
now singing and doing chorus 
line kicks with the police officers 
who had arrested them earlier. 

There’s Something About Mary 
includes not one other lesbian or 
gay character. Instead, audiences 
are led to believe most gay men 
have sex at public areas only a few 
feet from the street. The Farrelly 
brothers were traveling and could 
not be reached for comment. 
Twentieth Century Fox did not 
return a phone call from GLAAD 
on the matter. 

Please tell 20th Century Fox 
and the Farrelly brothers how dis¬ 
appointing this stereotype of gay 
men is, and ask them to include a 
more accurate portrayal of the 
community in their next film.

Redesigning history 

Two reports marking the one 
year anniversary of gay designer 
Gianni Versace’s shooting death 
on the steps of his South Beach, 
Florida home both contain trou¬ 
bling aspects. The July 20 
Newsweek inaccurately brands 
suspected murderer Andrew Cu- 
nanan “a gay serial killer” - biased 
terminology in that news ac¬ 
counts seldom, if ever, refer to 
“heterosexual serial killers.” The 
story fails to make any mention 
that Versace was gay but focuses 
on how his murder failed to slow 
tourism. Nor did the Newsweek 
article mention that police believe 
other less famous persons, includ¬ 
ing a New Jersey cemetery worker, 
also were Cunanan’s victims. 

Similarly, an extensive Reuters 
report makes only one mention 
that the internationally renown 
designer was gay - and that refer¬ 
ence is buried deep in the story. 
Reuters names and interviews 
Versace family members but does 
not mention the designer’s long¬ 
term partner. The report states 


that Versace’s murder initially 
plunged the city’s gay communi¬ 
ty into fear, “But the gay club 
scene bounced back after news of 
Cunanan’s death.” 

Please suggest to Newsweek 
that they adopt and enforce 
stricter standards to ensure that 
“gay” is applied with fairness 
when used as an identifying mod¬ 
ifier. Please point out to Reuters 
the ways in which its insensitive 
retrospective minimized Ver¬ 
sace’s sexual orientation, 
ignored his long-time 
partner and portrayed 
gay men as first fearful, 
then callous.

No, I figure that homopho¬ 
bia and intolerance are the orien¬ 
tations worthy of our compas¬ 
sion.

Please thank The New York 
Times and St. Paul Pioneer Press 
for forceful and on-target editor¬ 
ial and opinion pieces that brand¬ 
ed the current spate of anti-gay 
attacks as the corrosive, irrespon¬ 
sible vehicle they really are.

The night we 
were all lesbians 

In an excellent July 10 review, 
Anthony Tommasini, a music crit¬ 
ic with The New York Times, does 
an informed, balanced job of as¬ 
sessing the world premiere of Pa¬ 
tience and Sarah. The new cham¬ 
ber opera is based on Isabel 
Miller’s classic novel of the same 
name, which in turn was based on 
an actual early 19th century rela¬ 
tionship between two women 
from Puritan families. Composer 
Paula M. Kimper and librettist 
Wende Persons “believe that the 
opera is the first to portray an 
openly romantic relationship be¬ 
tween two self-affirming women. 
They may be right,” Tommasini 
says. Yet he is perceptive enough to 
realize that “the female voice is the 
glory of opera,” so that even 
though other plots ostensibly are 
about women’s relationships to 
men, “the soaring duets for the 
women reveal the subtext of the 
story - that theirs is the real loving 
relationship.” Tommasini does not 
shy from detailed yet even-toned 
technical criticism of the work - 
but does not let that stop him 
from appreciating, even celebrat¬ 
ing, the deep impact it had on the 
mostly female audience. “The final 
scene, though apparendy based on 
fact, was an unabashed exercise in 
affirmation,” he wrote. “The audi¬ 
ence stood, cheered and screamed 
its approval. Some cried. The cre¬ 
ators, hand in hand, were greeted 
by a frenzied ovation. A gay male 
friend I had brought grabbed my 
arm and shouted, ‘I want to be a 
lesbian!’ How could one not on 
this night?”

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Homophobes back 
off in the House

I Hefley’s efforts to overturn 
1 an executive order protect¬ 
ing lesbians and gays in the feder¬ 
al workplace have hit a roadblock. 
While the Colorado Republican 
calls this only a temporary delay, 
community advocates hope that it 
becomes permanent. 

Hefley represents Colorado 
Springs, home to the virulently 
anti-gay James Dobson and Focus 
on the Family. Many speculate 
that Dobson whispered in the 
Congressman’s ear and the law¬ 
maker jumped, vowing that he 
would lead the effort to overturn 
Executive Order 13087 signed by 
President Clinton on May 28. As 
reported in the June 4 Bay Area 
Reporter, the measure standard¬ 
ized nondiscrimination policies 
across the federal civilian bureau¬ 
cracy. 

The logical vehicle for Hefley 
was an amendment to the Trea¬ 
sury, Postal Service and General 
Government appropriations bill 
when it moved forward last week. 
He announced that was his intent 
in a letter to colleagues co-signed 
by Republicans Tom DeLay of 
Texas, Robert Aderholt of Alaba¬ 
ma, and John Hostettler of Indi¬ 
ana. 

The 13 subcommittee chairs of 
the Appropriations Committee 
are known as “the cardinals” of 
the House because of their power 
of the purse and fierce protection 
of their turf. Jim Kolbe (R-Ari- 
zona) chairs the Treasury sub¬ 
committee. He is one of two, and 
the only Republican, openly gay 
members of the House. 

Hefley apparently failed to re¬ 
member that fact when he set his 
blustery strategy. 

To any depths 

Kolbe pointed out in the press 
that the order extends nothing, 
but “just codifies what is already 
executive branch policy. Second, I 
think it’s a bad statement for Re¬ 
publicans to be sending.” Kolbe 
called the amendment “anti-gay” 
and vowed to speak against it in 
the House. 

Meanwhile, national gay orga-

nizations began mobilizing oppo¬ 
sition to the possible amendment. 
In a letter to all House Republi¬ 
cans, Log Cabin Executive Direc¬ 
tor Rich Tafel wrote, “This 
amendment is not only morally 
wrong and politically dangerous, 
it flatly contradicts the stated val¬ 
ues of the Republican Party and is 
designed merely to attack gay and 
lesbian Americans. 

“It is designed to pander to a 
narrow faction inside the Repub¬ 
lican Party that cares nothing 
about our majority, and will stoop 
to any depth - including the de¬ 
struction of our party - to impose 
their extreme anti-gay views upon 
the GOP leadership,” Tafel stated. 

The National Stonewall De¬ 
mocrats, a new alliance of gay De¬ 
mocratic clubs, sent a parallel let¬ 
ter to their side of the aisle. They 
noted that 173 House Democrats 
and 74 Republicans have “certified 
in writing that sexual orientation 
is not a consideration in hiring, 
firing, or promoting of individu¬ 
als” within those particular of¬ 
fices. They urged that the same 
standard apply in the federal work 
force. 

Senior members of the House 
Republican leadership, reportedly 
Whip DeLay and Appropriations 
Chair Robert Livingston of 
Louisiana, spoke with Hefley; by 
July 16 he had reconsidered. 

“I have no desire to poke my 
finger in his [Kolbe’s] eye,” he 
said, “So I want the argument re¬ 


moved from the table.” 

‘Pure’ and cynical 

Steve Gunderson, a former Re¬ 
publican Congressman who is 
gay, called the amendment “a ma¬ 
licious attempt by the hard right 
to drive wedges and identify who 
is ‘pure.’ It is part of their cynical 
attempt to both motivate the right 
and raise money.” 

Gunderson said, “The leader¬ 
ship hates the debate, hates the 
image that it gives,” but acknowl¬ 
edged it is possible that party 
leaders may let it move forward as 
Dobson’s “vote for the year.” 

Hefley says he will introduce 
his amendment to the Commerce 
appropriation bill the week of July 
20. Kolbe is also a member of that 
subcommittee, and will speak on 
the floor against it. Winnie 
Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC) said they would redouble 
their lobby efforts in opposition 
to the amendment. 

Gunderson admits to being an 
optimist and believes the outcome 
of a vote looks promising because 
74 Republicans have signed the 
nondiscrimination letter. “The 
one thing on Capitol Hill that is 
impossible to defend is inconsis¬ 
tency or hypocrisy.” 

The party leadership has be¬ 
come increasingly uneasy with a 
perception that it is both anti-gay 
and a captive of the social policies 
of far right extremists. 

It was jolted by a July 15 report 
in the Houston Chronicle that 
Trammell S. Crow, head of one of 
the nation’s largest and most pres¬ 
tigious real estate development 
companies and a frequent Repub¬ 
lican donor, gave $60,000 to the 
Texas Chapter of Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans. The money was used to 
protest their exclusion from the 
recent state party convention in 
Ft. Worth. 

“This is kind of a shock,” said 
Texas Republican Party 
spokesman Robert Black. Texas 
Log Cabin president Steve Labin- 
ski told the Chronicle, “Moderate, 
straight Republicans” are sup¬ 
porting the group “because we are 
the most visible of the Republican 
organizations that are opposing 
the religious right in the GOP.” ▼ 


Amnesty creates gay-specific position

mnesty International USA 
' (AIUSA), the national affil¬ 
iate of the international 
human rights group, announced 
Friday, July 17 it will soon be able 
to more closely monitor abuses 
based on sexual orientation and 
identity. 

The organization will match a 
$100,000 grant bestowed by the 
Joyce Mertz-Gilmore Foundation, 
and use that money for paid staff 
to expand upon current volunteer 
work performed by the all-volun¬ 
teer Amnesty International Mem¬ 
bers for Lesbian and Gay Con¬ 
cerns. The agency hopes the pro¬ 
fessional staff will promote grass¬ 
roots activism around the world 
in support of lesbians, gays, bisex¬ 
uals, and transgenders targeted 
for abuse, and strengthen or cre¬ 
ate legal protections for non-het¬ 
erosexuals in the United States 
and abroad. 


AIUSA Executive Director 
William Schulz pointed out that 
“one of the most tolerated abuses 
of human rights [is] based on sex¬ 
ual orientation,” and said, “our 
aim is to mobilize public pressure 
necessary to challenge discrimi¬ 
natory treatment, change legal en¬ 
vironments, and engage in wide¬ 
spread human rights education to 
ensure human rights protections 
for all people around the world.” 

After complaints from gay ac¬ 
tivists for two decades that 
Amnesty had not vigorously pur¬ 
sued human rights abuses against 
lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and 
transgenders, the organization 
began addressing the problem 
more frequently in the last few 
years. In December 1995 it led a 
march through the streets of San 
Francisco, partly to protest Article 
204 of the Nicaraguan Penal 
Code. As that country’s National 
Assembly amended the code 
(more than two years earlier, in 
June 1992) it stipulated imprison¬ 


ment of one to three years for 
“anyone who induces, promotes, 
propagandizes, or practices in 
scandalous form sexual inter¬ 
course between persons of the 
same sex.” 

Amnesty said at the time of the 
march, “The language used in this 
article is so broad that Amnesty 
International fears it will be used 
to prosecute individuals solely for 
their homosexuality, including 
those who engage in homosexual 
acts in private between consenting 
adults. Persons so imprisoned 
would be considered prisoners of 
conscience by AI.” 

More recently, last December 
18, delegates voted at a session of 
Amnesty’s International Council 
Meeting (ICM) to “increase the 
visibility of its work on human 
rights violations on the grounds 
of sexual orientation.” Some in¬ 
ternational activists feared that 
meant the group was more inter¬ 
ested in increasing its press cover-

ity for all clients to receive services. 
Haikalis said that a case-by-case 
review of Vida's clients revealed 
that “a vast majority of the clients” 
are currently seen by more than 
one agency. 

“When I took a look at what 
agencies got funded, I had to 
make tough choices,” said 
Haikalis. “We began discussions 
with Latino-identified agencies 
very quickly about how they 
could work with us.” 

According to the foundation, 
the case management services 
clients received through the pro¬ 
gram will be split between two

other agencies, Instituto Familiar 
de la Raza and the Mission Neigh¬ 
borhood Health Center. 

‘Not respected as clients’ 

The “tough decisions” Haikalis 
said she had to make don’t sit very 
well with at least eight Vida 
clients, some of whom have do¬ 
nated their time as SFAF volun¬ 
teers. The group met with the Bay 
Area Reporter on July 16 to air 
their frustration and anger at the 
foundation. The group had also 
written a letter to Executive Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen and the SFAF 
board of directors, asking that 
agency reserve funds be used to 
reinstate the program, given that 
top SFAF administrators are paid 
six-figure salaries. Haikalis said 
the foundation will respond to the 
group’s letter, which was accom¬ 
panied by a petition signed by 
dozens of clients. The letter was 
also sent to the mayor, the Board 
of Supervisors, and the city’s 
Human Rights Commission. 

While some of the clients in¬ 
terviewed said they had received a 
letter informing them Vida would 
be ending, at least two said they 
got no notice. The clients were 
also upset that no community 
meeting had been held to talk 
about the major changes before 
they were announced. 

“I didn’t get a letter, and I’m 
working as a volunteer at the hot¬ 
line,” said client Jorge Ortiz. 

Added Luis de la Torre, “No 
one said, ‘We need a meeting with 
you.’ We’re not respected as 
clients, as HIV-positive people, as 
Latinos.” 

Derek Gordon, SFAF commu¬ 
nications director, said that 12 
percent of those infected with 
HIV in San Francisco are Latino; 
20 percent of the SFAF’s manage¬ 
ment team is Latino; 12 percent of 
the board is Latino; and 33 per¬ 
cent of the board is HIV-positive. 

“There is no reason why the 
city of San Francisco or SFAF can¬ 
not find these funds to continue 
the program,” stated the clients’ 
letter. “SFAF has a budget of over 
$18 million, with an infrastructure 
few agencies can boast of, and it 
pays top managers salaries of over 
$100,000, including last year’s rais¬ 
es of between 10 and 20 percent. 

“It is clear that the decision to 
eliminate the Vida y Movimiento 
program, leaving clients without 
access to services, is not econom¬ 
ic, but political, based on a re¬ 
structuring process that is arbi¬ 
trary, discriminatory, racist, utili¬ 
tarian, suspect, and that has a 
criminal effect. The money is 
there. If it is not in the annual 
budget, it exists in the reserve 
funds,” the letter stated. 

• Haikalis said letters did go out 
and provided copies to the B.A.R. 


Dated June 16, the brief memo 
from Erik Dubon, Vida's team 
leader, was short on specifics for 
clients. Originally, the changes 
were to take effect July 1, but that 
date has been changed to the end 
of the month. A second letter was 
sent out July 17. 

Funding vs. duplication 

Although Dubon’s memo stat¬ 
ed the Vida program was cut be¬ 
cause funds were not awarded to 
SFAF, both Haikalis and Gordon 
told the B.A.R. that the decision to 
cut the program was really about 
avoiding duplication of services, 
rather than being a question of 
dollars. 

A mental health director at In¬ 
stituto Familiar de la Raza (IFR) 
downplayed the duplication of 
service claims. Dr. Estela Garcia, 
DMH, the mental health services 
director, told the B.A.R. that IFR’s 
AIDS program for Latinos does 
not duplicate the Vida program, 
and added that her agency’s bud¬ 
get was also decreased. IFR has 
only one full-time case manager, 
who currently has an active case¬ 
load of 40 to 50 clients. While 
Garcia said some of the Vida 
clients may already be seen at IFR, 
there was “no way” the agency 
could see more than 20 to 25 of 
the Vida clients. 

“The case management [at 
IFR] was not expanded,” Garcia 
told the B.A.R. “Our own collabo¬ 
ration with Black Coalition on 
AIDS and Shanti was underfund¬ 
ed. The impact on the Latino 
community is that case manage¬ 
ment is being reduced. The sys¬ 
tem has changed and it’s impor¬ 
tant for people to know that.” 

Asked whether she felt SFAF 
should dip into its reserves to 
continue Vida, Garcia said, 
“That’s a tough question. They are 
the only ones to prioritize [their 
funds]. We do not have the kind 
of resources the SFAF has.” 

Over at the Mission Neigh¬ 
borhood Health Center 
(MNHC), Brenda Storey, director 
of HIV services, said there’s a mis¬ 
perception that more money was 
awarded for case management, 
when that’s just not the case. At 
MNHC, the agency actually lost a 
half-time case management posi¬ 
tion, she explained. MNHC can 
accommodate about 26 Vida 
clients, most of whom were al¬ 
ready clients at MNHC. Storey 
also denied that Vida was a dupli¬ 
cation of services. 

“Our case manager sees so 
many patients, a Vida case man¬ 
ager would come here once a 
week and provide services. We 
wouldn’t have to do it. In that way, 
we coordinated,” said Storey. “We 
didn’t get extra money, nor did 
IFR. There’s not extra capacity.” ▼ 
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■ New NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN in triple therapy 
lived longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections.

What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should] take CRIXIVA N? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays." 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIX I VAN cure HI V or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not ta ke C RIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if:

The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions.

age than its surveillance of anti¬ 
gay attacks, but this week’s an¬ 
nouncement has allayed some of 
those concerns slightly. 

Julie Dorf, the executive direc¬ 
tor of the San Francisco-based In¬ 
ternational Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission 
(IGLHRC), told the B.A.R.C This is 
a good first step for AIUSA to take.” 

She suggested the organization 
should follow up by focusing on 
“policy and education within the 
International Secretariat.” 

Dorf pointed out that the new 
funding will have little effect on 


American discrimination cases 
because “Amnesty International is 
an international body of country 
sections, and the place where de¬ 
cisions are made is London, at the 
International Secretariat. Partly 
for the protection of the country 
sections, they cannot make the 
decisions in the home countries - 
including the United States - 
about actions to be taken there.” 

However, she said, “It’s won¬ 
derful that AIUSA is putting actu¬ 
al resources into an actual staff 
position. 

“We really have the Joyce 
Mertz-Gilmore Foundation to 
thank for this.

Clinton administration, make a 
pledge right now to place human 
lives above the politics that have 
surrounded this issue.” 

“No,” replied deputy director 
Todd Summers, “because it is not 
her place to do that. Sandy is em¬ 
ployed by the president to provide 
policy.” 

“The president’s decision not 
to lift the funding ban [on needle 
exchange] makes permanent the 
AIDS crisis in this country,” 
charged Lanier. He criticized the 
president for not pledging to veto 
all legislation containing a perma¬ 
nent ban on federal funding of 
needle exchange. 

Summers explained that the 
president was already on record as 
pledging to veto a stand-alone 
bill, but that it may be more diffi¬ 
cult to veto if it is added as an 
amendment to another bill. 


' “This office is pointless. There 
is no purpose-to continuing this 
sham of pretending to fight 
against AIDS when the president 
continuously will not make the 
tough decisions necessary to stop 
the virus,” said Lanier. “That has 
resulted in the loss of tens of 
thousands of lives, and it will con¬ 
tinue to escalate.” 

Thurman arrived late, apolo¬ 
gizing for her tardiness. “Are you 
willing to publicly denounce the 
president’s policy?” asked Lanier. 
“No, I’m not,” she said. “We have 
been over this.” 

Members of the party quietly 
rose and scooted to pre-assigned 
stations as Lanier said, “We’ve 
waited for years for somebody to 
take a stand on this issue. We are 
now going to seize this office and 
try and make a statement our¬ 
selves.” 

Thurman and Summers 
turned to each other and said, 
“Good morning.” 

People in chains 

“I think that is fine,” Thurman 
continued to Lanier. “You all 
know how open we have been to 
you, and how difficult the conver¬ 
sations have been for a variety of 
reasons.” 

She argued that the president 
anticipated that Congress would 
move to restrict funding of needle 
exchange, as it is now doing. Lanier 
countered, that was “an abdication 
of leadership. Had the president 
stood up, we would have had a dif¬ 
ferent situation with Congress.” It 
was not going to “go out on a 
limb” without his leadership. 

The dialogue continued for 
some minutes, then Thurman and 
Summers excused themselves to 
step outside and confer with the 
Secret Service agents who had 
quickly appeared at the stoop. 

Upstairs, four activists chained 
themselves to Thurman’s small 


conference table. Others had plas¬ 
tered signs on the walls and win¬ 
dows of every level of the old 
townhouse. And some were send¬ 
ing their message with a bullhorn 
through an opened second floor 
window. 

The officers moved quickly 
and professionally, generally with 
cooperation from the protesters. 
A bolt cutter sliced through the 
chains like butter, and within 15 
minutes the crew was removed 
from the office. 

In an exclusive interview, while 
the process was taking place, 
Thurman said, “Once they occu¬ 
py a federal building it is out of 
my hands. The Secret Service 
made that very clear to me.” 

The 15-year veteran of the 
fight against AIDS was clearly 
troubled by the incident, at times 
appearing almost on the verge of 
tears. She said she has worked 
very closely with the coalition 
over the years, and feels “a similar 
frustration in getting people to 
focus on this issue.” 

She continued, “It makes our 
dialogue in the future more diffi¬ 
cult because now, every time we 
have a meeting like this, it is going 
to mean that I will have to oper¬ 
ate in a different way. I won’t be 
able to have the same kind of 
open door policy that I’ve always 
had. It makes our ability to dia¬ 
logue more difficult. But this will 
not make us close the doors.” 

She called discussion of needle 
exchange “a hard dialogue” and 
compared it to passage of the 
landmark 1964 Voting Rights Act, 
which took seven votes to pass. 
“Back in the old days when Con¬ 
gress just had to give money, it 
was much easier. These are com¬ 
plicated issues that don’t just have 
to do with AIDS. They have to do 
with racism, and sexism, and clas- 
sism, and ignorance around ad¬ 
diction,” said Thurman. ▼

Go Dutch for Gay Games!

msterdam is preparing for Gay Games 
’98: the spaces for athletes and partici- 
m 1 pants to do their activities are com¬ 
pletely booked - and so are hotels. The pub¬ 
lic and media are abuzz with anticipation on 
the upcoming week of sports, culture, and 
parties, some planned for places where they 
have never been held in the past. The city is 
metamorphosing for an event it has never 
seen before. (Maybe that’s why the local gov¬ 
ernment doesn’t seem to know what to 
think of it. Until now, their attitude towards 
the game apparently was that it would be a 
small festival where the gays do some sports 
and party a bit. Well, we’ll show them!) 

Being gay is so integrated in Dutch soci¬ 
ety that some have questioned whether it 
was necessary to have specifically “gay” 
games in a country as free as Holland, 
where for instance the government has 
made gay marriage practically the same as a 
straight marriage. 

“Why do they need to segregate them¬ 
selves,” was the argument, “when they have 
all equal rights same as straight people?” 
Apparently those people don’t realize how 
unique that acceptance is. In other coun¬ 
tries being anything but straight is a taboo 
and looked upon as unnatural(!) People are 
still being put in jail or even to death because 
they show queer behavior. 

That’s why the Gay Games Amsterdam 
committee is having the games here, as an 
example how things can and should be: 
“Friendship through Sports and Culture.” 

Sex, drugs, 
and rock and roll 

Due to Amsterdam’s history as a city of 
international trade, its residents have always 
dealt with a diversity of people from all 
races, religions, and beliefs. By now being 
different is either greeted with indifference 
or celebration, even in our media. I, as the 


Dutchess Leoni of Amsterdam, have done 
my share of talk shows to educate the mass¬ 
es (although none of them as hysterical as 
your Jerry Springer ). 

Our regulations on alcohol and smoking 
are very different than in the U.S. You can 
drink all night, unless you look like a 13-year- 
old. Even if you happen to have a babyface 
like me, there’s no need to worry about IDs. 

Smoking is not banned from bars and 
clubs. For those who want to puff, cigarettes 
are available everywhere - and if you wanna 
smoke something else, the world-famous

Amsterdam coffee shops (which don’t sell 
coffee!) can offer you a menu of uppers, 
downers, and cannabinoid products, from 
chunks of hash to pre-rolled joints. In Hol¬ 
land these are referred to as “soft” drugs and 
are openly for sale, as opposed to hard 
drugs like cocaine, XTC, and heroin, which 
are not (openly for sale). Also, a new “smart 
drugs” store has just opened on the corner 
of Leidsestraat. For the mortals who never 
heard about them, “smart drugs” are made 
of combinations of stimulating herbs, vary¬ 
ing from ginseng and guarana to mush¬ 
rooms and teas. 

When you’re in Amsterdam, you proba¬ 
bly want to visit the red light district in the 
heart of the city, if only to watch sex-crazed 
straight people acting on their urges. Hook¬ 
ers and pimps hustle their clients openly for 


everyone to see. (Although attempts to ex¬ 
pand the industry to include male prosti¬ 
tutes - either for women clients or men - 
have failed, it is still fun to watch the mating 
dance of hetero sapiensl) 

Long, lean look 

Speaking of sex, Dutch people are gener¬ 
ally attractive, quite tall, lean, and healthy 
looking; Amsterdam in particular attracts 
the young and dynamic. (And since almost 
everyone speaks English and is eager to prac¬ 
tice it, you’ll find the Dutch easy to talk to.) 

The look of the city - or at least, its 
buildings - is also tall and quite lean, and 
according to an American friend of mine, it 
“looks like a movie set, like a northern Eu¬ 
ropean Venice.” 

The Gay Parade on Saturday August 1, 
from 2-5 p.m., is a one-of-a-kind experi¬ 
ence since the floats really do float. Boats are 
used instead of trucks, drifting through the 
canals in the city while spectators and the 
media crowd the quays. It’s fabulous, with

dates on the improvements of many events. 
While sometimes taking American sugges¬ 
tions from sports representatives, more 
often they have chosen to structure events 
how they see fit. And while this has rankled 
some quarters of the queer athletic world, 
it is, after all, part of the process of handing 
over the torch.

Drugs are bad ... mm'kay?

1 J| J restlers, power lifters and 
bodybuilders take note. 
Any trace of any of the 
drugs listed in this category will 
result in disqualification, with the 
single exception of caffeine, which 
is subject to a maximum limit of 
12pg/mL in urine, indicative of an 
exceptionally large intake. Small 
quantities of some of these drugs 
are found in a number of phar¬ 
maceutical remedies for colds, in¬ 
fluenza, and hay fever that can be 
legally obtained, sometimes with¬ 
out prescription. 

Stimulants: This group com¬ 
prises various types of drugs that 
act on the nervous system to en¬ 
hance physical and psychological 
performance. They can increase 
alertness, reduce fatigue, and in¬ 
crease an athlete’s aggression and 
competitiveness. This can in turn 
lead to poor judgment and an en¬ 
hanced risk of injury. Such drugs 
(which include such well-known 
drugs as cocaine and ampheta¬ 
mines) also cause a sharp increase 
in blood pressure and cardiac 
rate, with the attendant risks of 
heart or cerebral damage. 

Narcotics and analgesics: This 
class of drugs, represented by 


morphine and its chemical and 
pharmacological analogues, act as 
pain-killers. However they also 
have psychological effects, includ¬ 
ing euphoria and a false feeling of 
prowess beyond the athlete’s in¬ 
herent ability. The suppression of 
pain may also affect judgment, so 
that the athlete fails to recognize a 
serious injury. Many such drugs 
are addictive, with all the atten¬ 
dant physical and psychological 
risks. Athletes are cautioned 
against some preparations, in¬ 
cluding certain cough and cold 
remedies, which include banned 
or restricted substances. 

Anabolic steroids: Derivatives 
and analogues of testosterone, the 
naturally-occurring male hor¬ 
mone, have often been, and still 
are, misused by athletes. They are 
used to increase lean muscle mass, 
so enhancing strength and stami¬ 
na. In lower doses, they tend to in¬ 
crease competitiveness artificially. 
The side effects of these drugs can 
be very serious, as they interfere 
with the natural hormonal bal¬ 
ance. In teenagers their use can 
stunt growth; in adult males, they 
can cause kidney malfunction, in¬ 
flammation of the prostate and 
testicular damage; in adult fe¬ 
males, they can result in mas- 
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ment. Records will be officially 
recognized. Series in all events will 
be divided according to individual 
times. There will be gold, silver, 
and bronze medals for each age 
group in which more than three 
swimmers compete. If there are 
only three competitors, there will 
be a gold and a silver medal. If 
there are two competitors, a gold 
medal will be presented to the 
winner. No medals will be given if 
only one swimmer of a certain age 
group competes. 

Starting procedure: No less 
then 580 competitors have regis¬ 
tered for the men’s 50 meter 
freestyle, and there will be 540 
swimmers in the men’s 100 meter 
freestyle. In view of the extremely 
crowded program the following 
rules will apply in all events. There 
will only be one start in every se¬ 
ries. There will be no false starts. 
Series will proceed after the start¬ 
ing signal no matter what hap¬ 
pens on the starting blocks. 
Swimmers who will have moved 
before the signal is given will be 
disqualified. Except for the 50- 
meter events, swimmers should 
remain in the water until the start 
of the next series has gone ahead. 

400- And 800-meter 
freestyle: In accordance with 
FINA rule MSW 3.7, there will be 
two swimmers per lane in the 
400- and 800-meter freestyle 
events. Objections to this rule will 
not be taken into consideration. 

Swimming finals: On Thurs¬ 
day, August 6, all-in finals will be 
held for all 50-meter events. There 
will be A and B finals for the 16 
best of each 50-meter event. Par¬ 
ticipants who do not wish to com¬ 
pete in the finals should report to 
the desk in the Rubenzaal of the

Gay blades 

The Bay Area's best hope for gold on ice

M s they performed at the re- 

J cent Spectrum on Ice, the 
fabulous Under One Roof 
benefit held at the Oakland Ice 
Arena last week, it became clear 
that the Bay Area can pretty much 
claim a gold in men’s pairs figure 
skating. 

While skaters in a wide range 
of talents were appreciated for 
their efforts, the men’s pair of An¬ 
gelo D’Agostino and Don Cor- 
biell was a stand-out. 

Both D’Agostino and Corbiell 
are ice skating instructors at the 
Ice Center of San Jose, and chore¬ 
ographed and coached some 
other Bay Area skaters who are 
trekking to Gay Games V. 

Although they’ve both toured 
internationally with such shows 
as the Ice Capades, this is the first 
time they’ve ever skated together 
as a pair. 

Have they heard much about 
the competition? Said D’Agosti¬ 
no, “We’re not sure, but we have a 
feeling there are no other com¬ 
petitors.” They are in category A, 
the highest ranked of all divi¬ 


sions. 

Said Corbiell, “All the other 
teams that were supposed to be 
going in this category backed out 
because the requirements were so 
high.” 

“These are the same require¬ 
ments that they’re using at the 
Olympics,” D’Agostino said. 

And about them bending the 
rules by skating as a men’s pair? 
D’Agostino said that when men 
competed in New York, “It really 
opened a lot of people’s eyes up. 
It’s about the strength and the 
power that two men can create 
when they’re skating together.” 

Added Corbiell, “We also want 
to prove to the International 
Skating Union that two guys can 
go out and do the same tricks that 
a guy and a girl can do, pretty 
much!” 

Qo they see men’s paired figure 
skating happening at an Olympics 
any time soon? “I’d like to see it 
happen,” said Corbiell, but his 
partner is a bit more skeptical. 
“Probably not in our lifetime.” 

But then, think of all the 
naysayers who said there’d never 
be a Gay Games at all, let alone a 
fifth one.

Gay Games Choral Fest

S ome 1,500 singers from all 
corners of the globe will 
come together in song for 
the Gay Games Amsterdam 1998 
Choir Festival. The majority of 
the choirs will come from Europe 
and North America, but there will 
also be special visitors from Aus¬ 
tralia and Africa. The festival, 
hosted by Europe’s oldest gay 
choir, Noot aan de Man, will run 
from August 5-7. 

The festival will begin at the 
world renowned concert hall 
Concertgebouw, Amsterdam’s 
acoustics gem. The program starts 
Wednesday afternoon with three 
blocks of concert, two in the af¬ 
ternoon and one in the evening. 
Each block consists of five choirs 
that will offer concert-goers a va¬ 
riety of voices and styles. 


On Thursday afternoon, Ams¬ 
terdam’s major squares and streets 
will enjoy public concerts. Leidse 
Plein and Rembrandt Plein, 
among others, will enjoy music 
from all 30 visiting choirs. The 
day will culminate with an 
evening concert on Dam Square, 
Amsterdam’s heart and the site of 
Holland’s Royal Palace. This pre¬ 
sentation is part of the Amster- 
DAM Night Program, a series of 
concerts and performances to be 
held every night on Dam Square. 
This evening will bring together a 
selection of the choirs in unison 
for song and celebration. 

Friday afternoon, the Concert¬ 
gebouw will host two concert 
blocks, with a Gala concert fol¬ 
lowing in the evening. Special 
jury-selected choirs will sing a 
special program that will make 
this a must-see event for all music 
aficionados. 


The Festival’s last act will be at 
the Closing Ceremonies in Ams¬ 
terdam ArenA Stadium, where a 
new Gay Games Hymn will be 
performed.

culinization, suppression of ovar¬ 
ian functions and menstruation, 
male pattern hair growth, and 
acne. The administration of 
testosterone itself is also pro¬ 
scribed. Elevated levels of testos¬ 
terone provide evidence that the 
hormone has been administered 
artificially to enhance perfor¬ 
mance. 

Beta-blockers: These drugs 
were developed to reduce blood 
pressure and heart rate in cardiac 
patients. They are widely used to 
control hypertension, cardiac ar¬ 
rhythmia, angina, and migraine, 
though nowadays there is a wide 
range of effective alternatives. 
Beta-blockers have been misused 
by some competitors in sports 
where physical activity is of little 
or no importance - for example 
in shooting, archery, and figure- 
skating - where their calming ef¬ 
fect can be advantageous. 

Diuretics: They promote rapid 
urine excretion, thus reducing the 


concentration of drugs in urine; 
in this way, they can be used in an 
attempt to conceal evidence of the 
misuse of other drugs. Diuretics 
can be used to achieve rapid 
weight loss, with the attendant 
health risks involved in such a 
practice. In sports in which com¬ 
petitions are in weight classes, 
such as boxing and wrestling, this 
can give an unfair advantage. 

Peptide hormones and ana¬ 
logues: A number of these sub¬ 
stances have recently been added 
to the banned list. These include 
growth hormones; human chori¬ 
onic gonadotrophin, the abuse of 
which is analogous to that of 
testosterone; and corticotrophin, 
which can be used to increase lev¬ 
els of corticosteroids and thus in¬ 
duce euphoria. Preparations 
which act as releasing factors for 
these substances are also banned. 

The list of proscribed drugs is 
constantly growing, as more po¬ 
tentially performance-enhancing 
substances come into use and the 
analytical methods to detect them 
are developed. 

At the Lillehammer Winter 


Olympics in 1994, competitors 
were, for the first time, tested for 
erythopoietin (EPO), a hormone 
that increases oxygenation of the 
blood, and therefore stamina, by 
forming extra red blood cells. 
EPO can now be produced rela¬ 
tively cheaply by genetic engi¬ 
neering techniques, and has be¬ 
come more easily available. By 
thickening the blood, it can place 
extra strain on the heart. This 
week a team was removed from 
the Tour de France for using EPO. 

Restricted substances: In addi¬ 
tion to the banned drugs, there 
are restrictions on a variety of 
other substances. Local anesthet¬ 
ics may be used where medically 
justified. Corticosteroids may be 
used therapeutically, but again 
under strict medical control. Al¬ 
cohol and marijuana are not pro¬ 
hibited, but tests (including 
breath and blood alcohol level 
tests)- may be carried out at the 
request of an International Feder¬ 
ation of sports authorities. 

So remember, kids, no space 
cakes or funny brownies until 
after you compete!

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Infection, reinfection: can we talk?

j.:: : any San Francisco safe-sex 
media efforts during the 
last several years have 
largely de-emphasized providing 
basic AIDS education informa¬ 
tion or direct tools, like condoms 
or microbicides, to their target au¬ 
diences. Now that scientists are 
documenting dramatic 
shifts in the AIDS epi 
demic, some activists 
say it’s time for new 
directions in HIV pre¬ 
vention messages. 

“At one time we gave 
people basic information,” 
recalls longtime AIDS 
activist Hank Wilson, 

“like the necessity of 
condom use, not 
sharing needles, the 
importance of hygiene when 
using sex toys. 

“Then we made a quantum 
shift to programs that attempt to 
enhance self-esteem or deal with 
psycho-social aspects of HIV,” he 
continued, “but I think we left the 
field of the basic prevention in¬ 
formation that needs to get out 
there - although I think the Crissy 
Campaign directed at speed users, 
and some other targeted cam¬ 
paigns, have been good.” 

A series of campaigns 
launched by the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF), partly 
funded by the city of San Francis¬ 
co, shows the shift. In September 
1995, SFAF launched “Good 
Dog,” a campaign that was de¬ 
scribed at the time as “starting to 
look past the AIDS epidemic. The 
name is taken from the wish list - 
‘a good dog ... a nice apartment 
... a life that doesn’t revolve 
around HIV.’” On March 15, 
1997, SFAF launched an advertis¬ 
ing campaign for its Compass 
Prevention Project. Bus shelter 
ads and posters featured two buff, 



naked men, with a few words, 
such as “isolation sex anger grief 
fear rejection,” plus a logo and a 
phone number. 

Less than a year later, the 
Compass Project vanished, re¬ 
placed by the recent “Gay Life” 
program. Each project was 
launched with a new media cam¬ 
paign, new brochures, new logos, 
and each spent tens of thousands 
of dollars on advertising. And 
they all avoided any specific mes¬ 
sages about safe-sex or HIV 
transmission or treatment. 
Activists contend that 
J they would be less con¬ 
cerned that these flag¬ 
ship programs were 
not directly addressing 
safe-sex if other media 
campaigns were filling 
that gap. Unfortu¬ 
nately, that has not 
been the case. 

Last week, the 
SFAF ventured in that direction 
by placing informational ads in 
gay publications about the impli¬ 
cations of multi-drug resistant 
(MDR) HIV. Before that, ob¬ 
served activist Don Howard, who 
just returned from participating 
on a World AIDS Conference 
panel discussing how recently- 
documented transmission of 
MDR HIV should affect preven¬ 
tion messages, “for two years, 
HIV-negative people have seen 
friends getting better, read misin¬ 
formed headlines about the cure, 
or heard about the inaccurately- 
named ‘morning-after’ treatment, 
but no one in San Francisco has 
produced prevention messages 
about what these changes mean to 
people staying [uninfected-]. 

“Other communities are far 
ahead of us in getting this infor¬ 
mation out,” he pointed out. 
“Boston’s ‘It Ain’t Over Yet’ cam¬ 
paign emphasizes the continuing 
importance of safe sex. In Ams¬ 
terdam, I saw posters in gay estab¬ 
lishments showing a pile of anti- 
AIDS drugs in one corner and a

condom in the other, with the say¬ 
ing ‘you decide.’ 

“Meanwhile, data in Geneva 
documented that the number of 
men reporting unsafe sex has 
grown from about 20 percent to 40 
percent in three years, with many 
men citing a belief that HIV is not 
the death sentence it use to be.” 

Is prevention anti-sex? 

One seven-year veteran of 
AIDS prevention work, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity, points 
to many factors leading to the 
vagueness of AIDS prevention 
messages. “There is a battle going 
on in San Francisco as to what we 
believe everybody knows or does¬ 
n’t know. Prevention workers feel 
a lot of pressure from some strong 
voices in the gay male community 
that in everything we say we have 
to be celebratory, sex-positive, pro¬ 
gay, and we can’t give direct warn¬ 
ings about high-risk behavior. 

“In the last few months, I’ve 
talked to men who were invited to 
barebacking [unprotected sex] or¬ 
gies while walking out of Costco 
- these are totally anonymous 
club card-style invites to $10 bare- 
back parties where you are not al¬ 
lowed to ask anyone’s status and 
not allowed to have safe sex. This 
is very different from discussions 
three years ago regarding chang¬ 
ing safe-sex standards with long¬ 
term partners of the same serosta- 


New Leaf launches first gay, 
hi speed forum Wednesday

T he San Francisco substance 
abuse and mental health 
tl agency New Leaf will hold a 
community meeting this Wednes¬ 
day, July 29 to address what’s been 
called the “rampant” use of 
methamphetamine - also called 
crystal and speed - among men 
who have sex with men (MSM). 
The meeting at Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church-San Francisco will 
focus on ways men manage their 
substance abuse, including taking 
care of themselves, their partners, 
and the wider community. 

Dr. Randle R. (Rick) Mixon, 
director of New Leaf’s substance 
program, said the session is the 
first in a series of planned quar¬ 
terly meetings, and will involve 
active users as well as outreach 
and medical workers who will in¬ 
teract with audience members. 
Topics will include why people 
use speed; the social dynamics 
that facilitate speed use; ways peo¬ 
ple can minimize the risks in¬ 
volved; and an open discussion of 
speed’s long- and short-term 
physical and psychological effects. 
The forum comes on the heels of 


a presentation earlier this month 
at the HIV Prevention Planning 
Council about how crystal meth 
use is widespread among MSMs. 

“Speed use has become a sec¬ 
ond, though somewhat hidden, 
epidemic affecting gay and bisexu¬ 
al men,” Mixon said. “We recognize 
that traditional abstinence-based 
approaches to this epidemic have 
only touched a small portion of 
our community. At New Leaf, we 
are committed to finding ways to 
help people ‘come out of the clos¬ 
et’ concerning their speed use and 
to find ways to manage that use.” 

Jorge Guzman, a counselor at 
New Leaf and a member of a 
group that has been working for 
several months to identify the 
scope of this issue and develop 
creative approaches to it, empha¬ 
sized, “This meeting is an attempt 
to reach out to all levels of sub¬ 
cultures within the gay communi¬ 
ty: leathermen, ‘club bunnies,’ 
people of color, ‘weekend war¬ 
riors,’ homeless men, and youth 
have all been affected by speed. 
This forum will provide access to 
safe space where men can meet to 
discuss ways to manage their use.” 

The charming Ivana Bump 
will moderate the discussion as 


hostess for the evening program, 
Mixon said. 

New Leaf will work with a 
number of other agencies offering 
programs to help speed-using 
MSMs in presenting the forum. As 
a follow-up, it will launch several 
substance use management activ¬ 
ities, including closed and drop-in 
groups in which men can discuss 
their speed use in a safe, non-judg- 
mental environment and through 
which they can get important in¬ 
formation and support related to 
self-care while using. 

“Although we know a lot about 
treating substance abuse, we rec¬ 
ognize that everyone using speed 
does not identify or qualify as an 
addict or abuser,” Mixon said. “As 
healthcare providers, we recognize 
our responsibility to meet people 
where they are, to help them un¬ 
derstand the consequences of 
their speed use, and to find ways 
to reduce harm to themselves and 
our community.” ▼

tus. But, when prevention work¬ 
ers raise an alarm, a few people 
scream,‘You can’t do that.’ 

“Transmission of drug-resis¬ 
tant HIV has been documented 
for years; a solid 15 percent of 
new HIV infections are AZT-re- 
sistant. But prevention workers 
are told that to tell people about 
that is too alarmist, too sex-nega¬ 
tive, not today’s trend. It’s been 
lovely not to have people drop¬ 
ping like flies, but by the most 
conservative estimates, several 
hundred gay men in San Francis¬ 
co will get HIV in 1998. Rectal 
gonorrhea is up. The number of 
people who report imperfect use 
of condoms is up. But, boredom 
and battle-fatigue has set in. 
There is this wild millennial thing 
going that says ‘Party At All Costs.’ 
Sometimes, I feel that we all 
should be in a revival of Cabaret , 
the Nazis are coming but the 
party must go on. 

“Then there is this collective 
fantasy that only people under 25, 
or who are non-white or low-in- 
come, are at risk any more. But it’s 
all fantasy. Somehow all gay white 
men who are employed are not at 
risk for HIV because we say so. It’s 


fabulous, willful denial.” 

(A recent study commissioned 
for the Gay Life program reported 
that in fact, most new HIV infec¬ 
tions in gay men are of men in their 
30s. Also, the actual number of 
people testing positive for HIV at 
San Francisco testing sites is higher 
than some previously published in¬ 
formation would suggest. HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council member 
Shawn 'O’Hearn reports, “After 
months, I finally got an answer out 
of the Department of Public 
Health about how many people in 
San Francisco tested positive for 
HIV in 1997. It was 1,350, far high¬ 
er than I had been led to believe.”) 

At the recent World AIDS 
Conference, doctors from the 
University of California at San 
Francisco reported a case of a per¬ 
son newly infected with multi¬ 
drug resistant HIV. The person 
was not able to control HIV viral, 
load with any available drugs. Ac¬ 
cording to Project Informs Mar¬ 
tin Delaney, several other cases 
from Europe also documented 
transmission of MDR virus. 

Delaney, speaking at a recent 
Project Inform Town Meeting in 
San Francisco, also reported that 
“the old idea that people already 
infected with HIV were somehow 
immune from reinfection has 
been largely abandoned. This idea 
came from a questionable inter¬ 
pretation of old virology theories. 
But researchers have documented 
cases of patients infected with dif¬ 
ferent strains of HIV that origi¬ 
nated in different people. We 
don’t know the clinical effect of 
someone HIV-positive being re- 
infetted with drug resistant virus, 
but it is theoretically possible that 
an HIV-positive person could fail 
drug therapy by being re-infected 
with a drug-resistant virus.” ▼

Chris Wahlberg 
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life is a symphony 

by Mark Mardon 

M asters of any particular art form almost invariably turn their whole lives into Art. 

This sudden reminder strikes home after spending only a few minutes with 
Robin Sutherland, principal pianist of the San Francisco Symphony (SFS) and 
director, during the summer season, of the Telluride Players in the Colorado Rockies. 

Just inside Sutherland’s Victorian home, perched on Potrero Hill, the interviewer meets 
Jose Padgett, a beaming presence who, with perfect graciousness honed over a decade as 
maitre d’ of Davies Symphony Hall’s exclusive Wattis Room, welcomes his husband’s guest. 

The two offer a quick tour of the house, a comfortable flat decorated in large part by 
Hawaiiana — all manner of crafts and artwork collected on the islands where the two com¬ 
mitted to each other on Kauai during a 7 a.m. eclipse ten years ago, and where they return 
each year. Off the sunny kitchen, where Sutherland squeezes fresh glasses of orange juice, 
the glassed-in back porch offers a sweeping view of the Bay. 

On this July morning, Sutherland has agreed to speak about his life and art in advance of 
his highly anticipated performance, on July 30, in the symphony’s “Mad About Concertos” 
program. At that concert, he’ll join with Santa Rosa Symphony Music Director Jeffrey Kahane 
in performing Mozart’s Concerto No 10 in E-flat major for Two Pianos. The evening is part

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I f the tone of his debut feature Billy’s Hollywood 
Screen Kiss is hard to describe — romantic comedy, 
1940s melodrama, and obsessive love story are but a 
few of its inspirations — Sean P. Hayes has the syn¬ 
opsis down pat. “Boy meets boy. Boy wonders if boy 
is gay or straight. Boy discovers boy is gay. Boy is happy. Boy 
discovers boy likes another boy. Boy loses boy.” 

Over the phone from Los Angeles, where he has lived for 
many years, Hayes rattles this off without a breath, ending 
in a rollicking laugh that causes a listener to move the re¬ 
ceiver away from his ear. But his description eliminates a sig¬ 
nificant element of the story: Boy never really had boy. Boy’s 


friends have been trying to tell him this. Does boy’s problem 
sound familiar? 

When Hayes’s character, a photographer named Billy, first 
sees Gabriel (played by Brad Rowe), his slack-jawed first 
words are, “That boy is too beautiful to be slopping coffee.” 
From this attraction flow all of Billy’s subsequent romantic 
dilemmas. Remember last week’s new neighbor? This morn¬ 
ing’s new face at the gym? The filmmakers are banking that 
your experience with such moments will reel you into the 
theater. “It’s such a simple story,” says Hayes. “Billy just flips 
over Gabriel. And not necessary in the right direction.” 

Has Hayes himself ever flipped for a Gabriel? Or Brad? 


“It was wild, passionate sex every day,” Hayes says of his co- 
star, quickly adding, “No, no, no. None of that. Just kidding.” 
None? “Brad and I are great friends. We had a lot of fun.” 

Hayes never intended to make acting his life’s work, but 
first performed at a very early age. “I went for my first com¬ 
mercial when I was a child,” he recalls, his voice sliding from 
a happy shout to a gentle whisper. “I don’t even remember 
the first one.” Hayes grew up in the Chicago suburb of Glen 
Ellyn, the town that was the setting for the film Edward Scis- 
sorhands. The youngest of five children, he credits his moth¬ 
er with teaching him to look at the lighter side. “She worked

ho says nothing of cul¬ 
tural consequence hap¬ 
pens during the dog days 
of summer? Why, in the space of a 
mere 24 hours last week, we had 
Flesh star Joe Dallesandro sign¬ 
ing books and heating up libidos 
in the Castro, Broadway baby 
Bernadette Peters bringing 
down the sold-out house at Davies 
with her sophisticated Sondheim 
evening, and film icons Sandra 
Dee and Troy Donahue held up 
to messy public scrutiny as the star 
attractions of that Marc Huestis 
“beach party” spectacle at the Cas¬ 
tro. We hear Ms. Dee was a bit un¬ 
steady on her feet as she took the 
stage for her less-than-fascinating 
interview by Hat Lady Jan Wahl 
(“she pulled a Judy,” was how our 
spy ungraciously put it), but that 
Donahue gallantly propped her 


up. We hear the 
“wild bikini” contest 
was pretty much a 
bust, and that one 
male contestant 
went for the gold by 
making damn sure 
his entire works 
dangled out from 
his swimsuit — and 
promptly lost. 

Thank heaven 
we weren’t invited 
to attend. As for us, 
we were rapt in the 
spell of those two 
magic words, press 
junket. Those nice 
folks at the West 
Hollywood Conven¬ 
tion & Visitors Bureau insisted on 
flying us down to our sister city in 
the Southland and wining and 
dining us for two days. Who were 
we to refuse? Bleary-eyed but 
game, we were on the early-morn¬ 
ing flight to LA with a hip, Gen-X 
TV crew from KRON-TV who 
were being similarly courted. 
When we asked the producer 
what the hook of her story would 
be, she replied, “Shopping!” 

Our agenda was slight¬ 
ly different. The Bureau 
had arranged for us to 
be quartered in a “ju¬ 
nior executive” suite (is 
that like junior miss?) 
at the lovely Summer- 
field Suites Hotel, just 
down a quiet resi¬ 
dential street from 
the WeHo Star- 
bucks pod, where 
the boys put down 
their lo-fat lattes before pumping 
iron at the huge gym complex 
across Santa Monica Boulevard. 
This seemed a likely place for 
some investigative reporting. 

Designing women 

But first, we just had to visit 
the Pacific Design Center, the in¬ 
terior design megalith which 
looms over WeHo in acres of 
green and blue tinted glass, the 
home of 250 showrooms. Now, 
anyone who has ever been to our 
apartment knows we’re not exact¬ 
ly decor queens, not like some 
guys we know who jerk off to Ar¬ 
chitectural Digest. But we enjoyed 
touring IdeaHouse, two walk¬ 
through installations stuffed with 
$1.5 million in designer furnish¬ 
ings. “Villa Verona” is meant to 
evoke the 1929 estate of a silent 
film star; the fictional Jed, Lisa, 
and daughter Tess are evidently 
partial to copper countertops, 
18th-century fabrics, and tufted 
ottomans. And here’s an idea for 
indoor houseplants (pretend 
we’re Martha Stewart for a 
minute) — freeze-dry ’em! Dust 
on the leaves can then just be 
blow-dried away! 

“A California Country Cot¬ 
tage,” the other design installation 
at IdeaHouse, is the fictional 
abode of Philip and Sara, a land¬ 
scape architect. They’re tone-on- 
tone damask type of people, and 
they own tons of wicker furniture 
cleverly made from water hy¬ 
acinths. They have speakers in 
their garden disguised as rocks! 
Daddy, we want one! 

We had fun scoping out all of 
the beautiful furniture and ap¬ 
pointments at IdeaHouse, but 
couldn’t help feeling slightly an¬ 
noyed that imaginary characters 
had such great housing while 
their flesh-and-blood counter¬ 
parts were out on the street. Still, 
we were delighted to find, when 
we opened a designer refrigerator 
at the Country Cottage, that some 
of the workers we had seen doing 
finishing touches through the 
houses were storing their Cokes 
and lunches inside. Form met 
function. 

Perhaps our favorite feature of 


the Cottage was the personal 
screening room (showing, for 
some inexplicable reason, a 
Bruce Willis feature — a brief 
lapse in taste) with its Panasonic 
automatic-massage chair. We let 
the chair stroke our neck and 
shoulders, and then all the way up 
and down our spine to such an 
extent that our tourguide later 
told our handler, “We almost did¬ 
n’t get him out of the 
chair!” 

Feeling pooped, 
we popped into the 
tonic and tea shop 
Elixir on Melrose 
Ave., which dispenses 
herbal confections for 
health and well-being. 
Curiously, for an es¬ 
tablishment that 
serves stress-bust¬ 
ing tonics, the staff 
seemed rather fran¬ 
tic, rushing here and there. The 
promised certified herbalist on 
site was in fact an acupuncturist, 
whose primary task during our 
stay appeared to be applying her 
lipstick and makeup. We sat down 
at the Gan Bei (“Bottoms up!”) 
Tonic Bar and savored a hot cup 
of delicious Power Plant, a potion 
which included cultured cordy- 
ceps, fungus, ginkgo leaf, and 
pseudostellaria root — yum. 
Down the hatch! 

A handsome young Matt Dil- 
lon-lookalike staffperson filled us 
in on all the celebrities who have 
come to Elixir in the two years it’s 
been open, purportedly including 
Winona Ryder, Cameron Diaz, 
Courtney Love, Randy Quaid 
(“he smokes cigars and plays 
chess in the garden”), and Jodie 
Foster (“she came in with her 
girlfriend and stayed for two 
hours, and no one bothered 
them”). Where were all these stel¬ 
lar celebs when putative gossip 
columnists came a-callin’? 

Boogie nights 

That evening, we hit the WeHo 
hotspots with the charming Bu¬ 
reau rep Steven Erler. We sat at a 
sidewalk table outside the re¬ 
designed Rage (very nice; no 
more warehouse look) as he de¬ 
scribed the changes in store for 
Santa Monica Blvd., including 
widening the sidewalks for im¬ 
proved cruising. Did you know 
that SM Blvd. is the westernmost 
point of fabled Route 66? Legions 
of WeHo boys were in fact getting 
their kicks on Route 66. A cowboy 
strolled by wearing a T-shirt em¬ 
blazoned with the legend, “If it’s 
got hair, I can ride it.” The only 
celebrities we saw, however, were 
the Nordic identical twins/door¬ 
men at Ian Schrager’s chic Mon¬ 
drian hotel on Sunset, who are 
prominently featured in a Dou¬ 
blemint gum commersh. 

Later, we downed gin-and- 
tonics at the Blue Bar and downed 
victuals at the Cobalt Cantina, 
which was stuffed to the rafters 
with young model thangs, since a 
fashion show was in progress as 
dinner entertainment. The mod¬ 
els (three syllables: mee-yah- 


dolls) sashayed past us 
and mounted a 
pedestal in the middle 
of the room so we 
could objectify them 
and the shiny happy 
clothes they barely 
wore. Talk about 
working the room. 

If it’s true, as 
Christopher Isher- 
wood once said, that 
Los Angeles is “per¬ 
haps the ugliest city in 
the world,” you’d have 
to add that at least it 
has a great personality. 
We like the fact that 
WeHo has all of these 
outdoor newsstands, 
and not of the monster-console 
variety. Covers of fitness mags 
trumpet perfect abs, pecs, and ten 
days to a flat stomach, beside the 
ubiquitous movie trade journals 
and the ongoing celebrity gawk- 
fest. But there’s also room for the 
international press, and the free 
press, in stacks in front of book¬ 
stores and record stores, and no 
one seems to consider this urban 
blight. The variety of media is the 
point of media: Brill’s Content 
and Latin Boxer, The Tina-less 
New Yorker and Leonardo! 

Our last night in town, in the 
company of our old friends Dean 
Decent and Red Cedar, we 
somehow found ourselves at the 
gay bar Numbers, the kind of fine 
establishment where love and 
commerce meet. After centuries 
on Sunset Blvd., Numbers has 
lately moved to a new location on 
SM Blvd., in a strip mall above a 
lipstick lesbian bar. Seated on a 
plush red banquette, we surveyed 
the crowd and found it remark¬ 
ably easy to tell where the mer¬ 
chandise ended and the purchas¬ 
ing power began. One young buck 
even wore a Rent T-shirt, and he 
wasn’t advertising the delirious 
Broadway musical. 

Breakfast with reptile 

A little gossip from Down 
There: It seems no-neck Republi¬ 
can horror show Newt Gingrich 
was spotted having a power 
breakfast recently with Escape 
from L.A. star/Goldie Hawn- 
partnered Kurt Russell at 
Martha’s, a cafe in Hermosa 
Beach. Los Angeles magazine re¬ 
ports the two “chatted like old 
pals” and scoped beach babes 
roller-blading by; but when asked 
whether Russell was planning a 
Newt fundraiser, his CAA agent 
Rick Nicita replied, “No com¬ 
ment.” Hmmm. 

Finally, you have to read the 
dishy L.A. art world rag Coagula 
to get the real low-down on the 
NYC art scene. In the current ish, 
New York Editor Janet Preston 
sums up the new Ellsworth 
Kelly show at Matthew Marks 
as “thoughtless pastel polygons on 
order from Calvin Klein,” as well 
as describes the insular scene at 
the opening (art maven Klaus 
Kertess showed up in sailor suit 
and toupee). 

Okay, here’s the plug. Begin¬

This fall, the 
Los Angeles County Museum of 
Art will host the big Van Gogh 
show, and those colorful steel- 
and-aluminum Keith Haring 
sculptures will grace the “park¬ 
like” median strip of Santa Mon¬ 
ica Blvd. So get out of town. For 
info, call (310) 289-2525.

Rapid eyelash 
movements

ith her unique combina- 
/• tion of glamour, wit, and 
: pathos, Bette Davis — the 
woman the Italians called “La 
Lupa” for her sheer animal feroc¬ 
ity— has always been the queen’s 
best friend. But in the last few 
years she’s taken on a new 
posthumous role: patron saint of 
theatrically-inclined San Francis¬ 
co drag queens. Since 1992, when 
Whatever Happened to B.B. Jane? 
was a big success with Matthew 
Martin and the late, much-missed 
Paul Anelli, the Davis vehicles 
have come fast and furious: Hush 
Up, Sweet Charlotte, The Star, and 
now Eve, a musical satire of 
Joseph Mankiewicz’s 1950 movie 
classic All About Eve. Surely it’s 
only a matter of time before Now, 
Voyagress or perhaps The Little 
Fuckses hits local stages. 

The Artfull Circle Theatre 
Company, known for mounting 
brassy shows on a veritable dime, 
delivers an often funny, trashy 
send-up of this screaming-for- 
drag material, directed by Dana 
Peter Porras. The only serious 
problem with the production is an 
original score by Mark Sargent 
that provides an ample platform 
for the divas without being the 
least bit memorable. After a 
too-long overture, the play, like 
the movie, opens with a porten¬ 
tous Addison De Witt (Michael 
Grove) carrying on about the the¬ 
atre and preparing us for one of 
the great theatrical clashes be¬ 
tween fading diva Margo Chan- 
ning (Matthew Martin) and devi¬ 
ous star-wannabe Eve Harrington 
(Birdie-Bob Watt). The camp 
mood is established quickly, as the 
leggy, rather regal Margo, dressed 
in what looks like the get-up of a 
grindhouse whore, bursts onstage 
with two “real men” and launches 
into a wild tap dance routine. Fans 
of Martin — certainly one of the 
great Davis impersonators here or 
anywhere — will be amused by 
his insane tap flourishes, slow 
burns, evil queen stares, REMs 
(rapid eyelash movements), and 
general air of Davis-like conster¬ 
nation. Who dreamed Margo 
Channing could tap dance? 

Not to be outdone, Eve’s first 
appearance is nonetheless the 
polar opposite of Margo’s brazen 


theatrics. She’s standing by herself 
like a dejected drag queen version 
of Charlie Chaplin in a wretched 
little trenchcoat and rainhat, not 
moving but simply staring as if 
she’s hatching some secret scheme. 
Birdie-Bob Watt looks nothing 
like Anne Baxter, but he’s captured 
her husky, smarm-drenched voice 
so well that, as with Martin’s 
Davis, disbelief is rapidly, happily 
suspended. 

Eve pretty much follows the 
trajectory of the film as a series of 
set-pieces, with Margo a troubled 
queen bee ultimately booted from 
her hive by the noxious Eve. The 
one major change is the omission 
of most of the male characters. 
We never see Margo’s treasured 
Bill Sampson, or her pal Karen’s 
husband Lloyd Richards. But in 
this drag queen universe, men are 
mostly irrelevant anyway, and it 
isn’t as if they could compete with 
Margo’s elaborate temper 
tantrums or Eve’s sturm und 
drang. And with every line a brit¬ 
tle bon mot, Addison De Witt is 
practically a queen himself, so he’s 
allowed into this select club. 

Out of gas 

As in the movie, one of the best 
scenes here is when Margo and 
Karen (Arturo Galster) run out of 
gas on a remote road on the way 
to an important performance. The 
set is beyond simple — it’s just 
the two of them sitting in front of 
a rear-projection of what looks 
like a medieval woodcut of a for¬ 
est, on a flimsy, fluttering screen. 
And the emotions here are simple, 
too, with Margo for once trading 
her usual theatrics for a sober look 
inside herself, unaware that the 
friend she’s confiding to has un¬ 
wittingly betrayed her and is mis¬ 
erable about it. But Martin injects 
enough of the character’s reality to 
make the audience forget the wa¬ 
vering backdrop and the lack of 
realistic props. This scene also 
benefits Arturo Galster’s Karen; 
his surprisingly restrained, un- 
mannered interpretation gives 
some welcome leavening to the 
general air of hysteria. 

Of course, audiences don’t go to 
a drag queen musical to see re¬ 
straint or deep insights or 
verisimilitude. Camp is the lure 
here, and Eve has plenty of it. In 
one scene, cackling harridan 
Margo’s conversation with Eve be- 
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Matthew Martin in Eve 


comes such a bellow that Eve falls 
over as if hit by a windstorm. In an¬ 
other, Margo issues a little peep of 
distress when her maid suddenly 
tightens the belt around the star’s 
expanding waist. Matthew Martin’s 
ravaged voice brings its own 
laughs; it’s a heady combination of 
the Davis of Baby Jane and Divine. 

Martin’s Margo is well- 
matched by Birdie-Bob Watt’s Eve 
in the arsenal-of-gestures sweep- 
stakes. Caught unaware while 
she’s garrulously bowing before 
an imaginary audience in the 
manner of her rival, Eve’s face 
suddenly contorts into the wild¬ 
eyed grimace of a silent movie 
diva in the middle of a nervous 
breakdown. Her mood swings 
during the famous bathroom se¬ 
quence with Karen are a marvel to

I f you’ve never seen the Maysles 
Brothers'classic “Direct Cine¬ 
ma” documentary Grey Gar¬ 
dens, you have a treat waiting for 
you at the Castro Theater, as the 
1976 film settles in for a week s run 
(July 24-30; call 621-6120 for 
showtimes.) The documentariaos 
were invited to film the lives of 
Mrs, Edith Bouvier Beale and her 
daughter Edie, the aunt and first 
cousin of Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis, at their decaying 28-room 
East Hampton mansion Grey Gar¬ 
dens. Born aristocrats (“Big Edie” 
was the sister of Jackie 0’s famous 
father, “Black Jack” Bouvier), the 
two Edies nevertheless dwell in that 
twilight zone between eccentricity 
and mental illness. “Little Edie,” for 
example, parades around in a one- 
piece bathing suit, fishnet stock¬ 
ings, and turbans —- she’s never 
seen bare-headed. “Big Edie” cooks 
corn in bed. They feed legions of 
stray cats and the raccoons who in¬ 
habit their attic. A minor scandal 
ensued when the film came out, by 
people enraged that the two could 
live in such unsanitary squalor 
while their moneyed families ig¬ 
nored them.

'Stay With Me' at Theatre Rhino 


Overstaying its welcome

i; hould your opthamologist 
recommend exercise for 
v ’ your eyes, you might want 
to consider a visit to Stay With 
Me. The new musical will give 
you plenty of opportunities to roll 
your eyes as it careens on its most 
implausible way. 

CD Productions is using The¬ 
atre Rhinoceros to present the 
premiere of St. Louis playwright 
Chris Jackson’s disorderly effort 
that began, the program tell us, as 
three individual musicals. This 
trifurcated past becomes obvious 
in the neck-wrenching plot turns, 
one of several sizable problems 
with this production. 

One could start with the phys¬ 
ical production itself. Basically 
scenery-free, it lacks the kind of 
cost-free imagination and atten¬ 
tion to detail that could dress up 
even a budget enterprise. But a 
dressing down is even more in 
order for the musical’s stylistically 
inconsistent material, which tries 
to mix knee-jerk camp with the 
embarrassingly maudlin, as 
strangely inappropriate songs are 
shoe-horned into the proceedings. 

The story begins amiably 
enough as Philip, who seems to be 
a celebrated St. Louis playwright, 
tries to court a hunky Latino 
named Angelo, who pads his re¬ 
sume and swears he’s straight. An 
affair briefly develops, but Angelo 
is overwhelmed with guilt and 
flees to New York, where he be¬ 
comes involved in a menage-a- 
trois with a straight fashion model 
and a gay performance artist. 
Meanwhile, back in St. Louis, 
Philip writes a play about Angelo 
that becomes the buzz of tout Mis¬ 
souri, and then decides to go to 
New'York to find his lost love. His 
best friends, a queeny activist and 
a salt-of-the-earth lesbian, come 
along for the search, and together 
they climb a fire escape so they 
can spy on Angelo alternately 
making out with his male and fe¬ 
male roommates. But Angelo is 
abandoned by his New York 
friends when he develops AIDS, 
and soon is under the care of 
Philip as his health fails. Angelo 
dies, but comes back as a kind of 
Ben Vereen character for some 
song and dance about happy end¬ 
ings, which turns out not to be the 
ending. For there is a child! The 
plot has a few more lurches before 
the end, happily, really is at hand. 

Amid the cheesy soap opera 


and strained political soapboxing, 
there are the jokes. When Angelo 
and Philip both get dressed up in 
their Armani blazers, Lenny com¬ 
ments, “The two of them look like 
the Bobsy Twins on crack.” Huh? 
But there is at least one bit that 
does generate some real laughs. 
When Philip and Angelo meet in 
a trendy restaurant, they must 
contend with a high-attitude 
waiter who has the hots for Philip. 
Played with the right sardonic 
touch by Jay Pierson, the waiter 
becomes a running gag who 
makes several welcome returns. 

The cast is spirited and gener¬ 
ally polished, and if they have 
doubts about the material, they 
don’t show it. Although he doesn’t 
really suggest the type that other 
men would be throwing them¬ 
selves at, Earl D. Weaver, as Philip, 
does know how to act, and his fo¬ 
cused work helps keep the pro¬ 
ceedings from derailing. Vanessa 
Thomas offers an engaging, no- 
nonsense performance as Philip’s 
lesbian friend, and she offers the 
most appealing voice in the cast. 
George Quick plays the campy 
friend ably if somewhat pre¬ 
dictably, though his emotional ef¬ 
fort on his big song about being 
an activist gets tripped up by the 


oddball message of the lyrics. 
There is a little more heart than 
polish in Jorge Hernandez’s work 
as Angelo, a character of complex 
simplicity. 

Curt Denham’s direction is 
not able to make order of the 
script’s jumble of tones, and there 
are moments when he under¬ 
mines possibilities the play does 
have. (Having a child actor be vis¬ 
ibly scurried acrQSs the stage dur¬ 
ing a not-so-blackout so he can 
make a “surprise” entrance is one 
example.) Stay With Me needs all 
the help it can get, and that help 
isn’t sufficiently forthcoming at 
Theatre Rhino. T

watch as she whispers and 
screams and writhes across a 
bench; Watt’s commanding pres¬ 
ence gives this scene some of the 
intensity of the original. 

The movie that inspired this 
campsterpiece has been criticized 
in some quarters for being almost 
nauseatingly theatrical, with 
Mankiewicz’s hothouse dialogue 
one of the big targets. But the 
makers of Eve obviously under¬ 
stood this and do their best to de¬ 
flate any potential pompousness. 
At the infamous “bumpy night” 
party, in answer to a perfunctory 
question from Miss Caswell (Jor¬ 
dan L’Moore wonderfully dou¬ 
bling Marilyn Monroe from the 
movie), Max Fabian (Jason Scott 
Buro) launches into a long, insuf¬ 
ferably maudlin speech about the 
joys of The Theatre. When he’s 
finished, Miss Caswell says with 
disgust, “I just asked a simple 
question!” T

f there is any pleasure greater 

than watching a smart actor 
! work, it must be talking with a 
smart actor about theatre. Com¬ 
bining both pleasures this past 
week, I spoke with actor Dan 
Hiatt and then had a chance to see 
him as Albert Einstein (I said 
smart, OK?) in Steve Martin’s Pi¬ 
casso at the Lapin Agile, which has 
been extended through Septem¬ 
ber 6 at Theatre On The Square 
(450 Post). I’ve been a fan of 
Hiatt’s since I saw him in Irma Vep 
at the Eureka Theatre (of blessed 
memory) several years ago. He’s 
been acting in the Bay Area 20 
years, ever since he arrived from 
Idaho. 

Idaho? “I came here because I 
knew to do theatre, I needed a big 
city.” I wonder why theatre and 
not film, and his answer is simple: 
“I like theatre more. And it’s easi¬ 
er to get an entry-level job in the¬ 
atre than in film. I’ve never really 
learned to do film. In the few 
movies I’ve done, I’ve really 
missed the rehearsal process. Peo¬ 
ple think it’s hard to do a long 
run, but in fact, the better you 
know the material, the freer you 
are to make the work richer and 
deeper and better. Live theatre 
provides something that film 
doesn’t — the give and take with 
the audience. The theatre audi¬ 
ence can’t be passive. When peo¬ 
ple share applause and laughter, 
community is created.” 

Hiatt has little patience with 
the plays that try to be movies. 
“It’s distressing to see theatre try¬ 
ing to be spectacular film. The 
strength of theatre is that it’s live 
and happening right in front of 
you. You can doze off during a 
movie and you’ve lost nothing, 
because you can see the identical 
movie over and over. Each theatre 
performance is unique, influ¬ 
enced by the audience’s attention 
and involvement.” 

Hiatt’s love of language is a big 
part of his love for theatre. “The¬ 
atre is language-driven. You have 
to pay attention to a good play. If 
you don’t listen carefully, you miss 
a lot. Movie audiences are accus¬ 
tomed to being told what to think 
and how to feel. Theatre takes 
more smarts.” 

Picasso is a play that repays 
close attention with big laughs. It 
also provides a few new ideas to 
think over on the way home. 
When I saw it last week, I laughed 
as hard as I have in the theatre in 
a long time. Hiatt likes the play 
“because of Steve Martin’s sense 
of humor — a sort of intelligent 
silliness. There are jokes in the 
show that recur and are reshaped 
and surprising. He has quirky no¬ 


tions about art and science and 
the relationship between the two. 
The director, Randall Arney, said 
that the play is a valentine to the 
Twentieth Century. It’s easy to be 
cynical and focus on what’s 
wrong, but many great things 
happened in this century in the 
arts and sciences. The play takes a 
positive view. And I think the au¬ 
dience is happy by the end of the 
show.” I know I was. Call 
433-9500 for tickets.

heralds a new age in gay cinema: 
the gay lead as Everyman. No big 
issues to tackle, no self-loathing, 
just a regular guy looking for love 
and longing to connect in this 
crazy mixed-up world, just as 
Sandra Dee or Doris Day did in 
those films of the fabulous fifties.” 
The idea that Billy’s is in some 
way progressive, not to mention 
“heralding a new age in gay cine¬ 
ma,” may surprise those who see 
this light, occasionally funny, in¬ 
termittently inventive, but finally 
forgettable gay farce. Maybe the 
film’s sweet but not exactly com¬ 
pelling characters would benefit 
from having to deal with some 
“big issues” or experience a teensy 
bit of self-loathing. 

Nicely shot in Cinemascope 
like the old musicals it apes, Billy’s 
opens very much in a fab-fifties 
style. The credits roll over a musi¬ 
cal number by three homely drag 
queens dressed in period cos¬ 
tumes who prance, push, and 
lip-synch their way across the 
wide screen. Using a group of 
trannies as a Greek chorus is 


hardlya novel idea at this point, 
and this particularly unappetizing 
trio gives the film an old-fash¬ 
ioned feel — intentional, no 
doubt, but too hokey to be effec¬ 
tive. These gals pop up repeatedly 
throughout the film to dreary ef¬ 
fect, mouthing to such hoary 
“classics” as Petula Clark’s “This Is 
My Song.” 

Look at me, 

I’m Sandra Dee 

The “Sandra Dee” of the film is 
Billy (Sean P. Hayes), a cute pho¬ 
tographer trying to arrange a pro¬ 
ject of gay versions of great screen 
kisses. Like the drag queens, his 
photos pop onto the screen 
throughout the film like an old 
Hollywood montage. They give 
Billy an excuse to talk — which he 
does directly to the audience — 
about his unromantic past and his 
possibly romantic future. His best 
friend is fag hag George (nee 
Georgianna), well played by 
Meredith Scott Lynn, and his elu¬ 
sive subject is Brad Pitt variant 
Gabriel (Brad Rowe), a naive, sexy 
coffeehouse waiter who’s just 
breaking up with his girlfriend 
and seems unsure of his sexual 
identity. Billy successfully corrals 
Gabriel into the shoot and into 
his life, setting up a satirical ver¬ 
sion of the famous beach kiss in 
From Here to Eternity, though in¬ 
explicably he substitutes a drag 
queen for another man for the 
sexy Gabriel to practice his poten¬ 
tial homosexuality on. 

Much of the story concerns 
Billy’s delicate dance around how 
to get Gabriel in bed without ru¬ 
ining what he imagines could be 
an ideal long-term romance. The 
film’s most successful scene — in¬ 
deed, it could be snipped right out 
of the movie and marketed as a 


secjetarial jobs, which are no 
glamour and lots of hard work. 
Still, she raised all five of us alone, 
and with this amazing sense of 
humor. Sarcasm was how we dealt 
with everything. Then again, 
maybe that’s being Irish and 
Roman Catholic.” 


Chicago hope 

Hayes studied piano perfor¬ 
mance at Illinois State University, 
where he hung out in the theater 
department “because music ma¬ 
jors were so boring.” After gradua¬ 
tion, he was the music director at a 
small Chicago theater, where he di¬ 
rected and starred in warhorses 
from Evita to West Side Story. 
Hayes also performed at venerated 
places like the Steppenwolf Theater 
Company and Second City. He still 
performs regularly, playing piano 
for children at the Beverly Hills 
Sports Camp and doing stand-up 
routines at The Comedy Store. 

“I think I was always an actor 
but couldn’t acknowledge it,” 
Hayes continues. “I would hear 
about people who made a living 
doing commercials, but it was a 
scary thing, to let go of financial 
security and move to L.A.” 

It was no mistake. Hayes’ 
bright-eyed, all-American visage 
(which is winningly tweaked by its 
mustache and chin beard) has 
been featured in some highly vis¬ 
ible TV spots. He won an indus¬ 
try award for a Residence Inn 
commercial in which he jumps up 
and down on the bed in a postage

I n the past few years, two dis¬ 
tinct trends have dominated 
gay (male) cinema. First, and 
inevitably easier for mainstream 
audiences to handle, is the frothy, 
formulaic queer comedy a la In & 
Out or Kiss Me Guido. Then there 
are the dreaded “AIDS dramas” 
such as Love! Valor! Compassion! 
or Bent that usually drown in 
their own smarm. (There are also 
crude graftings of these two styles 
like the upcoming Unknown Cy¬ 
clist, but the less said about that 
movie the better.) Billy’s Holly¬ 
wood Screen Kiss, written and di¬ 
rected by Tommy O’Haver, is in 
the frothy comedy camp. The re¬ 
sults? Mixed. 

The filmmakers, no doubt 
egged on by positive response 
from a screening at Sundance, 
have higher-than-usual hopes for 
the crossover possibilities of this 
self-proclaimed “Sandra Dee”- 
style farce about one L.A. queen’s 
search for true love. The movie’s 
press notes border on the grandil¬

short — is Billy’s attempted se¬ 
duction of Gabriel. When the two 
find themselves a little stoned in 
Billy’s apartment one night, 
Gabriel agrees to stay over if he 
can sleep on the couch. When that 
proves uncomfortable, he staggers 
into Billy’s bed. At this point, the 
film seems far removed from the 
gimmicks of narrative ruptures, 
sudden drag queen entries, and 
fantasy sequences that make up 
much of the story. This long scene 

— a delicate web of subtle 
glances, faltering movements, and 
finally, slow, painful realizations 

— has an emotional heft that the 
rest of the film lacks. 

Director O’Haver tries to flesh 
out his otherwise lightweight story 
with numerous subplots and fa¬ 
miliar queer icons. Paul Bartel 
weighs in as a jolly, sinister under¬ 
wear photographer, and the glori¬ 
ous Holly Woodlawn is wasted in 


stamp-sized room, screaming at 
the guest, “This is your exercise 
area!” He played Siamese triplets 
in an insurance ad. In a spot for 
Pepsi, which has burned stars far 
bigger and brighter than his, 
Hayes played a man who is unex¬ 
pectedly pursued by a strutting 
supermodel at a cocktail party. 

“Madonna!” Hayes screams 
when reminded of her infamous 
battle over aluminum cans and 
crosses. “I’d forgotten all about that. 
Wow! She couldn’t pull it off but I 
did! Just kidding.” Go ahead, laugh. 
Stardom, as many a famous face 
can attest, has often been preceded 
by advertising gigs and supporting 
roles on TV series, the latter which 
Hayes recently landed as well. 

Hayes will play Jack McFar- 
lane, a gay guy whose best boy 
friend is the title character of Will 
& Grace, NBC’s fall entrant in the 
gay man/straight girl combo com¬ 
edy sweepstakes. “I play the neu¬ 
rotic, bitter kind of best friend,” 
Hayes quips. “As my reference, I 
use Tommy O’Haver.” 

Given the chance to retaliate, 
O’Haver says, “Believe me, Sean P. 
Hayes didn’t need any lessons in 
being bitter or neurotic.” But the 
director is also quick to sing his 
star’s praises. “Sean is a terrific 
actor,” O’Haver says. “And I don’t 
throw around compliments light¬ 
ly. Just ask the rest of the cast and 
crew. And on top of that, he’s just 
the greatest human being.” 

No shoving 

Will Jack and Will get 
boyfriends on the show? “I don’t 
know,” Hayes says. “[The produc¬ 
ers] want to stay away from shov- 


a party scene where, for some un¬ 
known reason, we barely see her 
face. There’s a sexy but annoying¬ 
ly stereotyped Latin hunk named 
Fernando, no doubt inspired, to 
use the filmmakers’ analogy, by 
Fernando Lamas or Ricardo Mon- 
talban in any number of 1950s 
MGM tropical melodramas. And 
while Sean P. Hayes and especially 
Brad Rowe are easy on the eyes, 
the film’s inability to breathe life 
into them beyond the snappy dia¬ 
logue and campy narrative intru¬ 
sions eventually capsizes the film. 
Using Sandra Dee and Doris Day 
comedies as blueprints for a 1998 
comedy can be diverting but has 
one fatal drawback; you may end 
up with characters as foolish and 
forgettable as they were. ▼

ing it down people’s throats. The 
goal is humor, not to make a state¬ 
ment.” Asked if he worried about 
having the same fate as Ellen, 
Hayes said, “I’m definitely not 
going to be a spokesperson for 
anybody. But as for Ellen and 
Anne, everybody just needs to 
relax. If Anne plays a murderer in 
a movie, is Ellen’s life in danger? If 
Ellen loves a man in her next se¬ 
ries, should Anne be worried?” 

It’s a good point, but one that 
assumes Ellen is allowed to have a 
next series. That requires hetero¬ 
sexual viewers to accept seeing 
openly gay and lesbian perform¬ 
ers in all kinds of roles, which de¬ 
pends on gay and lesbian actors 
coming out. Even though he’s 
playing two gay roles in such close 
proximity, Hayes declined to talk 
about his personal life, including 
whether or not he has a romantic 
interest, and whether or not it’s a 
man or woman. 

Asked if he’d like to get some 
of the parts that major heterosex¬ 
ual actors like Kevin Kline and 
Liam Neeson have recently had, 
Hayes offers a qualified yes. “I 
don’t want to get stuck in the 
world of gay comedy. I’d definite¬ 
ly play another gay role if the 
script was amazing. You’re only as 
good as the role or the movie. I’d 
love to do something I haven’t 
done, drama in particular.” Al¬ 
though he’s worried about being 
limited as an actor, Hayes thinks 
perceptions of gay men and les¬ 
bians are changing and the entire 
question will eventually be irrele¬ 
vant. “I think we’re getting to a 
better point in society. At least I 
hope so.” T

ity the poor bisexuals. Like 
Rodney Dangerfield, they 
don’t get no respect. Hetero 
males only seem to like them if 
they’re women and can fit into 
some lurid sexual fantasy. And 
anecdotally at least, queers talk as 
if bisexuality were a cop-out or a 
weakness. Never mind. The 
movement is coming into its own, 
to judge by the mainstream media 
— not just Jerry Springer, but 
popular movies like The Opposite 
of Sex or The Object of My Affec¬ 
tion. And for those who want 
more, there’s the 2nd Annual San 
Francisco Bi Film Festival. 

This wonderfully manageable, 
three-evenings-only program 
opens on Friday night with Gregg 
Araki’s appropriately titled 
Nowhere (1997). Less a paean to 
sexual choices than a showcase for 
Araki’s obsession with an increas¬ 
ingly senile youth culture, the film 
follows a pack of dramatic post¬ 
teens as they drink, drug, and fuck 
their way to oblivion. Some of the 
bi-boys and bi-girls here are fetch¬ 
ing, but camp followers may get 
more out of the film by trying to 
spot yesterday’s TV talents like 
Eve Plumb (the “good Brady”), 
Lauren Tewes, Charlotte Rae, and 
John Ritter. 

One of the highlights of the 
fest is Saturday night’s very funny 
indie Rose By Any Other Name 
(1997), written and directed by 
and starring Kyle Schickner. This 
is a war-of-the-sexes story with a 
simple twist — lesbian Rose 
(Janna Delgato) has decided to 
date straight man Anthony 
(Schickner). Her lesbian gal-pals 
react with predictable horror — 
upbraiding her about possible 
proximity to his penis 
(“grotesque!”), screaming, “When 
we had you, you were a lesbian ... 
we love you as a lesbian ... Rose, 
you’ve got to be a lesbian!” Antho¬ 
ny, too, gets it good from his male 
friends. They lecture him on the 
special etiquette of dating a dyke 
(“They all hate flowers!”), and in¬ 
sist he let her make the first move 
(“Lesbians are used to being ag¬ 
gressive!”) Lest it seem the film is 
some kind of endorsement for the

suddenly resurgent fantasy of 
homo-to-hetero conversion, that’s 
far from the case. Rose wisely in¬ 
sists that all labels are limiting. 
The film is followed by the sillier- 
every-year Rocky Horror Picture 
Show (1975). 

Sunday night is a solid mix of 
shorts, a feature, and a documen¬ 
tary. Canadian Chris Deacon’s 
short Twisted Sheets (1996) starts 
the show with a lively picture of 
bisexual revenge. On a more sober 
note is Kees Van Hemert’s Best of 
Both Worlds (1997), a persuasive 
interview-style documentary 
about Holland’s robust organized 
bi movement. Angela Robinson’s 
brief The Kinsey 3 (1998) hilari¬ 
ously skewers the New York art 
scene as three self-styled “bisexu¬ 
al art thieves” happily seduce and 
rob their victims. Writer-director 
Sayer Frey weighs in with the 
other highlight of the festival, the 
striking work-in-progress Eileen 
Is A Spy (1998). The “spying” the 
title character does in this com¬ 
pelling black-and-white memoir 
is into the landscape of her own 
life, suddenly complicated by a 
lesbian romance. Frey daringly 
mingles absurdist humor — 
Eileen spends much of her time 
reclaiming roadkill and trying to 
sell it — with disturbingly weird 
footage from old musicals show¬ 
ing groups of women dancing in 
mindless formations, along with 
seemingly real home movies of

her childhood. Eileen’s search is 
for something intangible, univer¬ 
sal; her bisexuality is treated as all 
sexuality might be in a grown-up 
world, as simply one aspect of her 
character, no more limiting or re¬

: hen I was a very young 
. : ; : f) girl, it was my dream to 
be a gypsy when I grew 
up. It wasn’t just the romanticized 
freedom that appealed to me, but 
the passion and fierceness as well. 
This desire must have been 
grounded in some solid personal¬ 
ity traits, for my ballet teacher 
even suggested that I become a 
flamenco dancer. I certainly had 
the fire, but the cultural leap from 
an Asian American academic 
background was too great. When I 
interviewed Rosa Montoya for the 
25th anniversary season of her 
Bailes Flamencos, the Spanish 
dance company, suddenly my 
childhood fantasies sprang to life 
again. Although she barely reach¬ 
es my shoulder when standing, 
Montoya’s diminutive stature is 
the only small thing about her. 
She radiates more energy per 
ounce than anyone I know. Her 
rapid-fire speech is liberally sprin¬ 
kled with Spanish words and 


phrases, but her intention is al¬ 
ways clear, to make sure you un¬ 
derstand how seriously she takes 
her art and how important it is to 
educate people about it. 

Over five decades ago, Montoya 
was born into one of the most fa¬ 
mous gypsy families in Spain. Her 
grandfather, Ramon Montoya, was 
a renowned flamenco guitarist 
who created a new style of playing 
and revolutionized guitar music in 
his time. Her uncle was Carlos 
Montoya, another legendary fla¬ 
menco guitarist. Montoya says, 
“When I was very young I was al¬ 
ways dancing, always singing. Fla¬ 
menco is a way of life. It is in every¬ 
thing you do. But my grandfather 
was very traditional. Women were 
not allowed to be dancers and 
singers on stage. Only women with 
bad reputations did that. So I 
could not even think about per¬ 
forming. In our culture we have 
much respect for our elders and 
have to do what they want. When I 
was eight, my grandfather died. I 
started my dance training then. My 
whole family supported me and

was very enthusiastic about it. And 
I never stopped dancing, only 
when I was pregnant. A profes¬ 
sional never stops.” 

After many years of studying 
flamenco, Spanish classical dance 
and ballet, Montoya made her US 
debut in Chicago in 1961, pre¬ 
sented by the legendary impre¬ 
sario Sol Hurok. She also toured 
the world with her partner, Ciro, 
before settling in the Bay Area in 
1971. In 1973, she founded the 
Bailes Flamencos in San Francis¬ 
co’s Mission District. She has had 
many roles on both sides of the 
curtain, from principal dancer 
and choreographer, to artistic di¬ 
rector and master teacher. “I am a 
teacher because I want to educate 
the next generation,” Montoya 
says. “Many people don’t know 
what flamenco really is. A dancer 
does not exist without the music, 
a singer and a guitar. It is a total 
composition of these three things, 
you must weave them together.” 


Microwave mentality 

Currently, the Bay Area is satu¬ 
rated with flamenco. Everywhere 
you go, restaurants, nightclubs, 
cafes, you find it. But Montoya 
warns, “Many of these dancers are 
really students, aficionados, they 
study for a few years and think 
they are artists. They have this mi¬ 
crowave mentality, you can be a 
professional instantly. Flamenco is 
next page ►

signer Sandra Woodall, and master 
rigger Wayne Campbell. The result 
was an amazing blend of tradi¬ 
tional art forms with contempo¬ 
rary music, theater, choreography 
and aerial rigging, which showed 
how singing, dancing and story¬ 
telling strengthened the faith and 
cooperation of the slave commu¬ 
nity.

- C" he slaves drifted across the 
midnight blue of the sky, 
is not quite flying, floating off 
beyond the edge of the wall, to 
what we can only suppose was 
freedom. It was a magical mo¬ 
ment. This ending to ZACCHO 
Dance Theatre’s Invisible Wings, 
which premiered on July 16 at his¬ 
toric Fort Point under the south 
end of the Golden Gate Bridge, 
was the high point of the evening, 
literally and figuratively. If I had¬ 
n’t been so cold (I should have 
worn my leather pants), I would 
have savored it more. 


Invisible Wings, a monumental¬ 
ly ambitious site-specific theater 
piece, was commissioned by 
Jacob’s Pillow Dance Festival and 
will be performed there following 
the San Francisco run. In 1993, 
ZACCHO Dance Theatre Artistic 
Director Joanna Haigood discov¬ 
ered that buildings on the Pillow’s 
grounds in Lee, Massachusetts had 
been used as safe houses for fleeing 
slaves on the Underground Rail¬ 
way. This inspired her to do ex¬ 
haustive research into slave culture, 
African American dances, and the 
abolition movement of the Nine¬ 
teenth Century. She then assem¬ 
bled a team of artistic collabora¬ 
tors: nine members of ZACCHO 
Dance Theatre, singer and com¬ 
poser Linda Tillery and the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Choir, storyteller 
Diane Ferlatte, composer/sound 
designer Lauren Weinger, scene de¬ 
signer Alex Nichols, lighting de¬ 
signer Jack Carpenter, costume de¬ 
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Rosa Montoya 
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an old tradition, it is an art which 
comes out of life. It takes a long 
time to learn, it is very deep. That is 
why I bring dancers and musicians 
from Spain, to show everyone au¬ 
thentic flamenco. Some people see 
me as a difficult personality; no, I 
am a perfectionist. A good artist is 
never satisfied with himself.” 

San Francisco is very fortunate 
to have an artist of such caliber 
and dedication in Montoya. But 
she is frustrated by flamenco’s 
lack of recognition as a major art 
form in this country, as well as a 
complacent acceptance of medi¬ 
ocrity, instead of a striving for ex¬ 
cellence. While the traditional 


performing institutions (the sym¬ 
phony, opera, ballet, and contem¬ 
porary dance) receive the bulk of 
arts funding, Montoya feels this is 
short-sighted and wants to see 
more money going to develop 
top-level professional companies 
in a broad range of styles. The 
problem is compounded because 
often grants are awarded to those 
with grant application writing 
skills, and not on the basis of a 
professional performance history. 
She was particularly incensed be¬ 
cause the NEA, which has previ¬ 
ously funded her, did not give her 
any money for her 25th anniver¬ 
sary season, without explanation. 
“I only stay here in this country 
because of my family, my son,” she 
says. “I often think about going 
back to Spain, where I am appre- 


meant to. An attempt to force the 
audience to experience the op¬ 
pression and degradation of slav¬ 
ery, even at a fraction of the time 
and intensity, caused the perfor¬ 
mance to be overly long and con¬ 
stantly worked against establish¬ 
ing continuity. 

The show begins outside the 
fort, with slavers dividing up the au¬ 
dience into groups, yelling at them 
to form lines and show their papers. 
The groups are led into a tunnel, the 
doors at both ends closed to simu¬ 
late the claustrophobic atmosphere 
of a slave ship, and after a few min¬ 
utes are herded into the inner pa¬ 
rade ground. After waiting in a 
market while the rest of the audi¬ 
ence is brought in, they are driven 
up flights of stairs to watch the rest 
of the performance. At the finale, 
they are herded down into the pa¬ 
rade ground for the last story of the 
slaves flying. This might have 
worked with a smaller audience in a 


ciated, where it would be so much 
easier to survive.” 

The world premiere of Mon¬ 
toya’s Las Palomas will take place 
during Bailes Flamencos’ 25th 
anniversary season, July 23-26 at 
Herbst Theatre. Her choreogra¬ 
phy is based on the film Los 
Tarantos, a Spanish gypsy version 
of Romeo and Juliet. The lead 
roles will be danced by Antonio 
Akazar and his wife, Victoria 
Palacios.

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mous ladders, sometimes hanging 
upside down, swinging themselves 
nonchalantly over banisters. There 
were many extremely effective and 
wonderful scenes: a slave en¬ 
trapped in a high metal collar with 
bells, struggling as he pitched with 
the waves during an ocean cross¬ 
ing in a slave ship; a horse-drawn 
cart helping slaves to escape; a 
slave owner’s wife wielding a four¬ 
teen-foot whip; a dance contest 
between Master Juba and a 
black-faced minstrel; and, of 
course, the finale of the slaves fly¬ 
ing to freedom, just as in the story 
which is being recited. 


Forced degradation 

And now for the inevitable 
“but.” Somehow, the piece didn’t

of SFS’s Summer in the City pops 
series at Davies Symphony Hall. 

Yet music will be only one of 
several themes that course through 
the morning’s conversation. Land¬ 
scape is another. And the Hawaiian 
language and culture. And the joys 
of marriage. And the godliness of 
great teachers. 

Even so, music flows through all 
Sutherland talks about, like a river 
cutting deep across the Colorado 
rangeland where he grew up. 

Home on the range 

“Greely is mid-point between 
Denver and Cheyenne,” explains 
Sutherland, describing the geog¬ 
raphy of his hometown, the place 
that shaped much of his charac¬ 
ter. “It’s not really the Great 
Plains, it’s not really Midwest, it’s 
not really Rocky Mountains, it’s 
just what we call the Front 
Range.” From his home he could 
see the Rockies, looming an 
hour’s drive away. “Yet a Front 
Ranger was never a mountain 
man, you know.” 

Perhaps, but Sutherland looks 
to be of sturdy stock. Impressive¬ 
ly tall, with leading-man bearing 


and sculpted features, sporting a 
full mustache and hair down to 
the middle of his back, he pre¬ 
sents a dashing figure. Little about 
him, apart from a shining grand 
piano in the living room, would 
suggest he ranks as one of this 
country’s most respected pianists. 
His rendition of Bach’s Goldberg 
Variations (issued by d’Note Clas¬ 
sics in 1996) stands as a monu¬ 
ment to his talent. 

It was in that netherland of 
Greely that, in 1954, the then 
three-year-old Sutherland’s bud¬ 
ding talent was “discovered.” He 
would study with piano teacher 
Rita Hutcherson for 14 years, 
until he left for Julliard. 

“Most kids get shunted 
around, a piano teacher here, a 
piano teacher there, but I was very 
lucky,” says Sutherland. “I got the 
best, and I stayed with her. I still 
call her when I get stumped.” 

Sutherland went on to study 
with the renowned Rosina 
Lhevinne at Julliard, who started 
teaching at the prestigious music 
school in 1917, the year of its 
founding. 

“She was 96 when she died in 
1976,” says Sutherland. “She was 
born in 1880, older than Bartok, 
older than Stravinsky — she met 
Franz Lizst, even touched him; it

was a real living link. 

“There’s a special tier we have 
reserved for good teachers,” adds 
the pianist. “Without them, we 
would go backward in a minute.” 

While still in high school, play¬ 
ing part-time in a rock band (“a 
damned good one,” he insists), 
Sutherland met a teacher who 
greatly expanded his non-musical 
horizons. 

“It was 30 years ago this sum¬ 
mer,” says Sutherland. “A friend 
and I felt landlocked, and decided 
we wanted to see the ocean. We 
had the month of August free of 
paper routes and various things, 
and we said, well, let’s go to 
Hawaii. In those days, that was af¬ 
fordable for two 17-year-olds.” 

Among the people of the arch¬ 
ipelago, says Sutherland, “I fell in 
love with the musicality of the 
speech. Every word ends in a 


vowel. That gave it a fluidity I had 
never heard before.” 

On returning to Colorado, 
Sutherland met Dr. Samuel H. El¬ 
bert, an elderly gentleman living 
out his remaining years at an old 
family ranch in the mountains. 

Elbert, as an adventurous and 
insatiably curious youth — much 
like the teenage Sutherland — set 
sail from the mainland in the 
1930s, jumped ship in Honolulu, 
fell in love with the customs and 
indigenous tongue, and went on 
to become professor of Polynesian 
and Linguistics at the University 
of Hawaii. 

“So here’s this old man,” says 
Sutherland, “and it turns out he’s 
gay. He was this gay white boy 
who did something inexplicable 
and ended up authoring the 
Hawaiian dictionary. When I 
found him, he was in retirement, 


and he said, ‘Well, here’s another 
boy from Colorado who wants to 
learn Hawaiian, and on the 
strength of that, I’ll take you as a 
student.’” 

Elbert was in his 70s when he 
began tutoring Sutherland. The 
two would continue with lessons 
till Elbert’s passing at 89. 

“He would drill me on Hawai¬ 
ian verbs as we sat on the veran¬ 
dah of his wonderful old house, 
looking out across the landscape,” 
recalls Sutherland. 

Prompt appointment 

Devoted as Sutherland was 
and still is to mastering Hawaiian, 
his great passion has always re¬ 
mained the piano. 

In 1973, at age 22, Sutherland 
was so advanced in his keyboard 
artistry, he was noticed by Seiji 
Ozawa, then music director of the 
SFS. Ozawa promptly appointed 
Sutherland the symphony’s prin¬ 
cipal pianist, a position he has 
held for 25 years. 

Currently Sutherland serves 
under maestro Michael Tilson 
Thomas, a conductor he greatly 
admires and with whom he shares 
a close friendship. 

“The wonderful thing about 
MTT,” says Sutherland, “is he’s — 
I call it ‘fecund and jocund.’ His 
mind is all-embracing: ‘Show me 
it, I’ll learn about it.’ There are no 
barriers at all. If he likes some¬ 
thing, he’ll construct a festival 
around it, which he has done to 
wild acclaim.” 

Recently, MTT and his players 
completed a Mahler festival, the 
highlight of which, for Suther¬ 
land, was performing Mahler’s 
Eighth Symphony: 

“I particularly like the Eighth 
Symphony because it happened to 
be the first piece I played with the 
symphony when I was appointed.” 

Asked about his role in the up¬ 
coming July 30 concert, Suther¬ 
land reaches for a stack of sheet 
music under the piano, and re¬ 
trieves the notation for Mozart’s 
Concerto in E-Flat Major.

Misadventures in the (213) by 
Dennis Hensley; Weisbach Mor¬ 
row, $24 

et another take on gay life in 

Los Angeles, Dennis Hens¬ 
ley’s Misadventures in the 
(213), lands in bookstores this 
month with all the substance of a 
glitter-filled fart squeezed from 
the bowels of Melrose Place. Mis¬ 
adventures is part of a somewhat 
disturbing new genre of fiction 
that features queer characters liv¬ 
ing life on the margins of the Tin¬ 
seltown entertainment industry. 
Last year, Dutton published 
Christian McLaughlin’s soporific 
Sex Toys of the Gods, and this year 
brings not only Henley’s Misad¬ 
ventures, but Doug Guinan’s Cal¬ 
ifornia Screaming, published by 
Simon & Schuster, no less. Having 
reviewed all three of these “nov¬ 
els,” I am forced to conclude that 
— taken as a group — these au¬ 
thors and their works constitute 
the anti-Christ of gay literature. If 
you pick up the telephone and 
dial 666, you will surely be con¬ 
nected to their publicists. 

What is this strange literary 
beast that slouches toward Man¬ 
hattan publishing houses via the 
sun-soaked beaches of Los Ange¬ 
les? The genre might best be de¬ 
scribed as “I Love Lucy meets Bay- 
watch at the Birdcage on Melrose 
Place, Beverly Hills 90210” These 
novels all have a cloyingly cute, 
overly self-conscious zaniness that 
is not just irritating, but infuriat¬ 
ing. Collectively, they proclaim for 
all the world, “I’m terribly smart, 
young, cute, and underemployed, 
with a few friends that have 
clawed their way to the middle. I 
can hang with whomever I please 
and do a few drugs and whine 
about how miserable L.A. is while 
really grooving on my own fabu¬ 
lous self as I suck and fuck my 
way around the really beautiful 
people of Tinseltown, while I sur¬ 
reptitiously and brilliantly lay the 
groundwork for my ascent to the 
pantheon of Hollywood some¬ 
bodies.” Yes, you may puke now. 

Hensley’s Misadventures in the 
(213) has Dandy Rio as the Lucy 
Ricardo manque, and struggling 
writer Craig Clybourn as her bi¬ 
sexual, male Ethel Mertz. Dandy is 
the big-titted nymphomaniac star 
of a third-rate sitcom, and Craig 
works part-time at various jobs 
while trying to finish and sell his 
first screenplay. Each chapter of 



Misadventures unfolds like anoth¬ 
er installment in Dandy’s lacklus¬ 
ter television series. New charac¬ 
ters are introduced in, like, really 
crazy circumstances and really 
groovy places. People have sex in 
automobiles, visit S&M conven¬ 
tions, stage publicity stunts, ap¬ 
pear on talk shows, and face-off 
with Bob Barker on The Price Is 
Right. Throughout all this, they’re 
really not very happy, but they 
keep smiling through the Los An¬ 
geles smog right up to the end, 
when Dandy marries an Arabian 
prince, but soon realizes that 
there’s no place like the one she 
shares in good old L.A. with Craig, 
her home sweet homosexual. 

Author Hensley, whose prose 
voice has decorated the inside of 
publications such as Movieline 
and Cosmopolitan, reaches far be¬ 
yond his grasp with this first 
novel. The kind of glib satire that 
energizes a 2,000-word piece of 
non-fiction does not play nearly 
as well in a 300-page novel. Mis¬ 
adventures not only lacks sub¬ 
stance, but it fails to entertain on 
even the most fundamental level; 
it is not smart, it is not funny, and 
its attempts at bitchiness fall as 
flat as Tori Spelling attempting 
Lady Macbeth. The gay and les¬ 
bian community of the ’90s, 
which has endured AIDS, “don’t 
ask, don’t tell,” fag-bashing, the re¬ 
ligious right, and Ellen, now gets 
to dumb itself down with novels 
like Misadventures in the (213). Is 
it any wonder Gore Vidal is holed 
up in Ravello, Italy, conspicuous¬ 
ly ignoring the machinations of 
gay life and literature in America? 
Whatever one may say about 
Vidal or his fellow queer scribes 
Truman Capote and Christopher 
Isherwood, their work bore unde¬ 
niable traces of genius, a quality in 
increasingly short supply on the 
literary scene of the gay ’90s. ▼

“This is my part,” he says. “It’s 
called the Mozart Double, and 
it’s the only one in that genre he 
wrote. He wrote lots of concer¬ 
tos for one piano. In fact, he 
wrote 27 of them, which are the 
cornerstones of the repertory. 
But he wrote only one for two 
pianos. I have the good fortune 
to join Jeff Kahane for the per¬ 
formance.” 

Kahane and Sutherland had 
been roommates long ago at the 
San Francisco Conservatory of 
Music, where Sutherland contin¬ 
ued his studies after Julliard: 

“We fooled around, and then 
our paths diverged rather dramat¬ 
ically, as paths will do.” 

All-Gershwin 

Sutherland sits at the piano 
and plays a Gershwin piece he’s 
preparing for the fall, when the 


SFS goes on a national tour with 
an all-Gershwin show. 

“It’s called ‘Four A.M. Piano,”’ 
he says. “You know what that 
means? Last call has already hap¬ 
pened, there’s a couple of stoners 
still hanging around the bar.” 

A bluesy melody fills the room 
with melancholic loveliness. The 
pianist’s left hand maintains a 
rhythm of three-note repetitions, 
while his right dashes off jazzy riffs.. 

“He has a very delicate way of 
playing the piano,” observes Pad¬ 
gett, who all along has been part 
of the interview, offering insights 
into his husband’s career. 
“Whereas many pianists pound 
and the sound sounds like it’s 
coming out of the bottom of the 
piano, with Robin the sound 
floats in the air.” ▼

The thought of Ammiano leaving the Board of Supes and re¬ 
turning full-time to the comedy circuit explains, in part, why a gag¬ 
gle of cabaret and club divas is flocking to the uberhip Cafe 
DuNord next week. There, at the aptly named Tom Tom Club, 
they’ll fete their main man at City Hall and raise funds for his No¬ 
vember re-election. Not only do they want him back on the board, 
they want him at the helm. And they want the public to pony up 
funds for the cause. 

"We’ve come together to support Tom Ammiano” said Tom 
Tom Club co-producer The Steve Lady, “because without a guy like 
him leading the Board of Supervisors ... well, let s just say the city’s 
quality of life is about more than ballparks and freeways.” 

Produced as a beat-era theme night by scenesters The Steve 
Lady, Ivana, and Ggreg Taylor, the event will give a nod to bongo¬ 
banging, beret-wearing hep cats (and a smattering of squares) in 
DuNord’s not-so-smoky subterranean den. 

“The evening will be peppered with carefully choreographed 
spontaneous performances [and] not-so-open mike, as well as fea¬ 
tured entertainers on the main stage,” promised the producers. “Na¬ 
tionally renowned comedienne Suzy Berger will perform at 9:30 
p.m., introducing Supervisor Ammiano after her set.” 

Rock-band Pansy Division (fresh from their non-appearance at 
Pride ’98), scorching songmeistress Veronica Klaus, and bubbly 
Connie Champagne will appear on the bill, along with Arturo Gal- 
ster as Chesty Baker, D’Arcy Drollinger of the rock-band Enrique, 
Minnie Pearl Necklace, and the artist formerly known as Elvis Her- 
selvis, along with many others. 

“Ammiano isn’t a cog in machine politics, or a rubber stamp 
available to special interests and backroom dealers,” proclaimed co¬ 
host Taylor. “We believe in Tom’s ability to make his own decisions 
based on what is best for the future of San Francisco as a city and 
as a culture.” ▼

mains sero-negative). 

We have never seen a more re¬ 
alistic and moving evocation of 
the discrimination people with 
HIV and AIDS face in their daily 
lives. EastEnders addresses the 
continued ignorance and amazing 
levels of fear and disgust even 
close friends and family harbor. 
The nagging question How did 
you get it? surfaces repeatedly, as if 
this holds some key, both talisman 
against the disease (“I don’t do 
that”) as well as proof of bad be¬ 
havior (“Well, I told you so”) This 
ongoing storyline delineates with 
superb acting and unflinching re¬ 
alism how, nearly two decades 
into the epidemic, little has 
changed on a visceral level about 
AIDS. 

Characters like Jeannie Boulet, 
Mark Fowler and Robin Scorpio 
suggest even TV execs understand 
the epidemic, sadly, is here to stay. 
And everyday people like these 
characters are also battling a dis¬ 
ease they know little about. 

TV can enlighten or breed 
more ignorance; queers have cer¬ 
tainly experienced both sides of

' i he recent International AIDS 
Conference confirmed the 
!l new demographics of 
HIV/AIDS. As the millennium 
approaches, HIV/AIDS is an al¬ 
most wholly heterosexual disease, 
its impact greatest on women, 
teenagers, and people of color. 
The response to this data from 
anyone watching network televi¬ 
sion over the last few years of the 
epidemic would be: Duh! The net¬ 
works made HIV/AIDS a disease 
of straight people when they 
deemed the disease worthy of 
mention on the tube. 

This phenomenon of straights 
— predominantly women — 
with HIV and AIDS on TV dra¬ 
mas (AIDS has not made it into 
the sit-com laughtrack yet) has 
more to do with queer fear than 
actual demographics, however. 
Our succinct theory, which has 
even been reiterated by one char¬ 
acter on ER, is that since everyone 
believes the myth that lesbians 
don’t get AIDS, women with the 
disease are free from queer taint, 
while men are always suspect; fag¬ 
got fear quivers through the audi¬ 
ence. As the character of Al Boulet 
explains to his wife Jeannie on ER, 
“They don’t ask you how you got 
it, they don’t look at you funny.” A 
construction worker, Al says the 
guys he works with question his 
sexuality because of his disease. So 
although AIDS has finally become 
a less taboo tube topic, gays with 
AIDS remain off TV limits. 

As with many risque subjects, 
the soaps were first to introduce 
characters with AIDS. A decade 
ago, when prime time relegated 
the issue to earnest evocations in 
movies-of-the-week like An Early 
Frost, The Young and the Restless 
developed a major AIDS story¬ 
line. Rebecca Street starred as Jes¬ 
sica Abbott, a woman with AIDS, 
the long-lost mother of one of the 
soap’s central characters, Chris¬ 
tine “Cricket” Blair. Cricket, 
played by Lauralee Bell, the 
daughter of the soap’s creators, 
Bill and Lee Bell, literally grew up 
on the soap; for her soap mom to 
have the disease (Jessica eventual¬ 
ly died, but not before being mar¬ 
ried twice, including to another 
major character, John Abbott) 
meant AIDS was coming out of 
the TV closet. 

A decade later, prime time has 
stuck its toes in the risky waters, 
but has yet to fully immerse itself 
in the subject. Top-rated prime 
time ER was the first — and still 
only — network show to have a 
regular character with the disease. 

Deep portrayal 

Jeannie Boulet, played with 
marvelous vulnerability and 
depth by veteran black actress 
Gloria Reuben, is a physician as¬ 
sistant in the eponymic Chicago 
ER. She caught the disease from 
her former husband, Al, a con¬ 
struction worker with an eye for 
the ladies. 

This realistic portrayal of the 
day-to-day life of a person with 
AIDS has real power. In the course 
of the two-year storyline, Jeannie 
has been diagnosed, dropped by 
one lover, picked up by another, 
raged at her husband for infecting 
her through his careless sexual be¬ 
havior, and then reconciled with 
him. She has faced serious job 
problems related to her disease, 
fought an employment discrimi¬ 
nation suit and won, forced her 
co-workers to deal with her and 
her illness. She takes the cocktail 
(in one episode frantic because she 


has left her drugs at home), faced 
terror when a cough and fever look 
suspiciously like pneumocystis, 
laughed hysterically when she dis¬ 
covered she only had a cold. 

Realism makes Jeannie Boulet 
a vital character: She looks like 
people we know with HIV or 
AIDS. Her struggles are real, 
fraught in equal measure with 
pain and small joys. Reuben’s a su¬ 
perb actress; she invests her char¬ 
acter with a myriad of emotions 
— rage, despair, love, passion. 

Daytime attention 

Empowering as she is, Jeannie’s 
character remains singular on 
prime time. The disease continues 
to get more attention on soaps, 
several of which have had power¬ 
ful long-term storylines involving 
characters with HIV, notably 
CBS’s As the World Turns and 
Guiding Light, and ABC’s General 
Hospital and One Life to Live. 

GL featured the only gay man 
on network TV (in a recurring 
role; ER and other shows have had 
episodic gay characters with 
AIDS) to have the disease, played 
by an actor also HIV-infected 


who has since died. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, GL also had an unsavory story¬ 
line in which a rape victim’s at¬ 
tacker changed her medical 
records to make her HIV-positive. 
OTLT has a teenage boy, Eli, with 
the disease (he also takes the cock¬ 
tail). ATWT had a mother with 
AIDS, while one of GETs major 
characters, Robin Scorpio, 
contracted the disease 
as a teenager from 
her boyfriend, who 
ultimately died. The 
storyline continues to 
percolate, though 
Kimberley McCol- 
lough, who has 
played Robin 
since she was 
six, now at¬ 
tends college, 
making the role more peripheral. 

The most powerful HIV/AIDS 
storyline on TV, however, involves 
Mark Fowler (Todd Carty) on the 
British soap EastEnders, which 
airs in the U.S. on PBS. We be¬ 
came hooked on this 
working-class soap while our 
beloved lived in London, and 
highly recommend it, as it also has 


regular queer storylines, though 
this is not one. 

Veg vendor 

EastEnders takes place in the 
London East End neighborhood 
of Walford, where Mark sells fruit 
and vegetables from the family 
stall outside the local pub. Now 
26, Mark discovered he was 
HIV-positive six years 
ago, when his ex-girl- 
friend Jill was dying 
of AIDS. 

Mark’s debate over 
how to divulge his 
HIV status came into 
play with sever¬ 
al new women, 
some of whom 
dealt with the 
news better 
than others. Last year he married 
Ruth, a childcare worker whom 
he had met at the hospice where 
Jill spent her last days. Ruth’s fam¬ 
ily, l6d by her rigid minister father, 
disowned her when Mark re¬ 
vealed his HIV status. The couple 
has struggled with safe sex and 
their desire to have a child with¬ 
out risking Ruth’s health (she re¬ 
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Tropical heat 


W ith its photographs of caramel¬ 
skinned island boys, their but¬ 
tocks and thighs accentuated 
with sensuous designs, Tahiti Tattoos 
(Taschen, $29.95) is a redolently homo- 
erotic book. But beyond the un-self-con- 
scious sexuality of these nude or loin¬ 
cloth-draped boys, the book’s gay ethos is 
born in the way the photographer ob¬ 
serves and records his subjects’ enticing 
attributes. Photographer Gian Paolo Bar- 
bieri, a principal photographer for Italian 
Vogue since 1965, has worked with the 
great fashion designers Valentino, Ar¬ 
mani, Saint Laurent, Ferre, and Versace. 
So these pictures of tropical innocence 
are rendered in the hothouse style of high 
fashion, with its gloss of desirability per¬ 
meating each frame. Tahiti Tattoos has 
numerous oversized plates among its 125 
illustrations, and features essays on the 
history and meaning of the tattoos, as 
well as on the tattooing operation itself. 
Tattooing in the Western world is a fun¬ 
damentally different phenomenon from 
tattooing in Polynesia, where the lan¬ 
guage of the skin is a book of spells. As 
depicted in Tahiti Tattoos , it’s a language

III ny book that promotes it- 
| self with a blurb from Jack¬ 
ie Collins is at least clear 
about its intended audience. And 
Doug Guinan’s California 
Screaming has Collins’ impri¬ 
matur on both the press release 
and the book jacket. Further¬ 
more, the author himself de¬ 
scribes his first novel as “a book 
proudly without any redeeming 
social value whatsoever.” One 
might interpret this sort of dis¬ 
claimer as an attempt to short- 
circuit the inevitable critical re¬ 
sponse to California Screaming. 

As a book reviewer, I simply ac¬ 
cept it as a license to kill. 

Approximately eighty percent 
of the book is devoted to two 
types of characters: twentysome¬ 
thing West Hollywood gymbots, 
and queer multimillionaire film 
industry moguls. The central 
characters of Brad Sherwood 
(think David Geffen) and Kevin 
Malloy (think Calvin Klein 
model) are profiled with stereo¬ 
typical glee by author Doug 
Guipan. The impoverished Kevin 
is stunningly beautiful with a huge

tainly has an eye for detail, but the 
ability to recognize brand names 
and those who buy them cannot 
be confused with an ability to 
write prose. “Kevin slipped into 
black bicycle shorts, a midriff-bar- 
ing Gold’s Gym sweatshirt, and a 
pair of yellow construction boots. 
Leon, meanwhile, struggled into a 
faded pair of size-31 Levi’s cutoffs, 
a Spandex T-shirt from the Un¬ 
dergear catalog, and Charles 
Barkley Nike hightops.” Guinan 
lists things like this relentlessly. 
And in a passage that perfectly en¬ 
capsulates the tone and content of 
California Screaming, he even has 
Kevin ruminating over such 


cock, and the fabulously success¬ 
ful Brad is incredibly rich and li¬ 
centious.

infected pregnant women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNE® at a 
median of 5.8 hours before delivery, indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found 
in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking 
postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNE®. 
Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of VIRAMUNE® in pediatric patients have not been established. 
VIRAMUNE® has been studied in two open-label, uncontrolled trials (Bl. 882, Bl 892) in 37 HIV-1-infected 
pediatric patients with a median age of 0.9 years (range: 0.1 to 15 years) who were treated for a median 
duration of 20.7 months. Seven patients developed rashes while receiving VIRAMUNE®. In an ongoing, 
controlled trial of VIRAMUNE combination therapy in HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (ACTG 245), one 
of approximately 288 patients treated with VIRAMUNE® experienced Stevens-Johnson syndrome. 

Because there are no data on multi-dose pharmacokinetics in children, no recommendation on dosing 
can be made. Based on single-dose pharmacokinetics in 9 HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (age 9 mos. 
to 14 years) who were administered nevirapine in a suspension formulation, it appears that oral clearance 
is approximately 2-fold greater in children when compared to adults. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE® therapy were 
rash, fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests. 

The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNF is rash, with VIRAMUNE -attributable rash occurring in 17% of 
patients in combination regimens in Phase ll/lll controlled studies. Thirty-seven percent of patients treated 
with VIRAMUNE 0 experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups of either 
ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 1). Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7.6% of VIRAMUNE'-treated 
patients compared with 1.2% of patients treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without 
pruritus, located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the 
first 28 days of treatment; 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization; and one 
patient required surgical intervention. All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued 
VIRAMUNE® due to rash.

While nevirapine is extensively metabolized by the liver and nevirapine metabolites are extensively 
eliminated by the kidney, the pharmacokinetics of nevirapine have not been evaluated in patients with 
either hepatic or renal dysfunction. Therefore, VIRAMUNE® should be used with caution in these patient 
populations. 

Abnormal liver function tests have been reported with VIRAMUNF, some in the first few weeks of therapy, 
including cases of hepatitis. VIRAMUNE* administration should be interrupted in patients experiencing 
moderate or severe liver function test abnormalities until liver function tests return to baseline values.

Drug Interactions: Although clinical studies have not been conducted, induction of CYP3A by nevirapine 
may result in lower plasma concentrations of other concomitantly administered drugs that are extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A. (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) Thus, if a patient has been stabilized on a 
dosage regimen for a drug metabolized by CYP3A, and begins treatment with VIRAMUNE®. dose adjust¬ 
ments may be necessary. 

Rifampin/Rifabutin: There are insufficient data to assess whether dose adjustments are necessary when 
nevirapine and rifampin or rifabutin are coadministered. Therefore, these drugs should only be used in 
combination if clearly indicated and with careful monitoring. 

Protease Inhibitors: Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of protease inhibitors. Therefore, 
until clinical data are available that evaluate the need for dose adjustments, these drugs should not be

Oral Contraceptives: There are no clinical data on the effects of nevirapine on the pharmacokinetics of oral 
contraceptives. Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of oral contraceptives (also other hormonal 
contraceptives); therefore, these drugs should not be administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE®. 
Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that VIRAMUNF is not a cure for HIV-1 infection, and 
that they may continue to experience illnesses associated with advanced HIV-1 infection, including oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. Treatment with VIRAMUNF has not been shown to reduce the incidence or frequency of 
such illnesses, and patients should be advised to remain under the care of a physician when using VIRAMUNF. 
Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIRAMUNF are unknown at this time. They

Any patient experiencing severe 
rash or a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, conjunctivitis, 
swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general malaise should discontinue medication and consult a physician 
Patients should be informed to take VIRAMUNE* every day as prescribed.

VIRAMUNE® may interact with some drugs; therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor 
the use of any other medications. 

Patients should be instructed that oral contraceptives and other hormonal methods of birth control 
should not be used as a method of contraception in women taking VIRAMUNE*. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine 
in animals are Currently in progress. In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of 
mutagenic or clastogenic activity in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for 
gene mutation (Ames: Salmonella strains and f. coh), mammalian cell gene mutation assays 
(CHO/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell line and a mouse bone marrow 
micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, evidence of impaired 
fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approximately 
equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE®.
